ON GOLD QUARTZ CRUSHING. 
STAMPS VERSUS OTHER MACHINERY. 


Sir,—I have read with due attention the articles which from time to 
time have oe in the Journal relating to this subject, retrospectively 
to the time of the notorious Berdan. I find on all sides numerous claimants 
—each advocating the peculiar excellence of his own invention; but I note 
as a general rule that they never accompany their statements with well- 
proven and attested statistics.as to the capabilities of their engines, the 
duty they are able to perfotm daily, the amount of horse power required 
per ton of ore pulverised, and the total cost of grinding, also the degree of 
fineness to which the ore is pulverised—to which I shall refer subsequently. 

Now, as Gold Mining and the Reduction of Gold Ores are occupying 
the attention of a great part of the mining world at present, I think it 
would be useful, by means of an amicable controversy, to invite the advo- 
cates of each separate scheme to come forward and contribute their opinions 
and experience for the good of the mining community in general, as well 
as for their own. I feel certain that, with your usual courtesy, you will 
afford a reasonable space in the Journal for the Gold Mining Interest. 

Applying political terms to mining matters, I may say that my opinions 
are decidedly ‘* Liberal,” being always willing to admit and adopt any in- 
novation upon the old-established systems, provided it is ascertained clearly 
to be an improvement. But, on the other hand, I am so far “ Conserva- 
tive ”’ as to insist on sticking to old, well-established, and thoroughly proven 

, until I shall have been convinced by actual trial, or fidei digne 
proofs or evidence, that another nen is more advantageous. I might 
add that the formation of establishments upon too theoretical or experi- 
mental bases has frequently caused damage to many companies, and has 
more often been the ruin of others, I am glad to find the subject of 
Theoreticals and Practicals taken up in a truly enlightened and liberal 
spirit by your correspondent “ C.'T.,” and feel convinced with him that, 
especially in mining matters, theory and practice. should walk hand in 
hand, each assisting the other; it does not require a lynx eye to discover 
that the real opponents of this theorem must be themselves ignorant men, 
who, not having had the advantages of a scientific education, are too ready 
to boast of their practical knowledge, and flout at those who have not long 
handled the pick and gad, but who, on the average, are better informed 
than they are as to the accidents and phenomena occurring in metallur- 
gical mining. 

With these views, therefore, and for a beneficial object, I propose taking 
the conservative side of the question, and advocating the sraMPING MA- 
CHINERY AGAINST ALL OTHERS, and shall endeavour to put the question in 
so fair a light that all comers may have an opportunity of controverting it, 
and of comparing the merits of their processes with the results effected by the 
stamps. A stamps appears to unprofessional people to be a very simple 
and rude invention, yet there are very few who know how to build a stamps, 
and still fewer who know how to work it after it is built. 

I shall divide the argument into three heads: — 

1. What is the most desirable object to effect in crushing gold quartz, 
and how is it to be achieved ? 

2. The comparative merits of wet and dry crushing, the advantage in 
some cases, and disadvantage in others. 

8. The amount and quality of duty done by stamping, the horse power 

uired, and the cost of the operation. 

—_ shall not enter for the present into the question of the subsequent amal- 
gamation of the ores, loss of mercury, &c.,urther than observing that it 
is well known to those who are conversant (practically) with the treatment 
of ores by mercury that the loss of mercury is always greater in the rela- 
tion to the bulk of the ore treated, than in proportion to the richness of the 
ore amalgamated, except in the amalgamation of silver chlorides, without 
the aid of zinc, iron, or copper. 

In answer to my own questions, I shall state the following:— 

1. The primary object in gold quartz crushing is to free completely the 
gold from its enveloping matrix of quartz, &e. My experience has taught 
me that it is advisable to do so, if possible, without altering the granular 
form of the gold, or otherwise flattening and bruising it. ‘This part of the 

may not unaptly be compared to the liberating the kernel of a nut 
from the shell; therefore, the machine which will best execute this should 
be the most perfect. Stamps by their downright blow have a direct ten- 
dency to effect this, while other machines, operating by frictional con- 
trivances, must evidently have a tendency to laminate or rub the gold into 
extremely fine particles. Now, whether the auriferous ore is intended to 
pass immediately into an amalgamator, or is to be concentrated, or to be 
settled in tanks or slime pits previous to amalgamation, or treatment by 
smelting or any other process, it is quite clear that the granular gold will 
sink more readily in moving water, and is in a more compact form for 
absorption by the mercury than that gold which has been frictionised (to 
coin a word), flattened, and rubbed until its powder has lost even its golden 
colour, becoming brown or black, and lost its power of sinking through 
muddy water. I take this opportunity of remarking that in the stamping 
process gold ores admit of two different modes of treatment, the first being 
adapted for poor ores containing only fine gold, and the second for ores 
which contain gold in large and fine grains. ‘Taking into consideration 
the requisite degree of fineness, I maintain that stamps will effect the pe- 
culiar species of pulverisation more efficaciously than any other machine. 

2. In comparing the merits of stamping with other engines, I wish it to 
be thoroughly understood that these remarks apply only togold and silver 
ores, and only to the latter in isolated cases, as it is well known that the 
ordinary horizontal cylindrical crushers are more effective than any other 
description of machine hitherto invented in separating the cres of copper 
and lead from a matrix in which they exist in large grains, but for the 
separation of the finer-grained lead and tin from the matrix we are still 
compelled to resort to stamps. In certain cases where ores have to be sub- 
sequently calcined or roasted, dry grinding may be preferred, on account 
of the saving in fuel, and for this purpose the cylinder mill with fine sieve 
and raff-wheel, assisted by a horizontal stone mill (similar to a flour-mill), 
to re-grind the rough from the sieve, is decidedly the best, cheapest, and 
most effective, but the cost of grinding is more than treble that of the 
stamps, and is only compensated by the subsequent saving in labour and 

fuel. It may be argued that the waste water from a set stamps carries 
off some of the free gold with it, but I have no hesitation in asserting that 
if it is properly managed the quantity of gold so lost is so trifling that it 
would not repay the cost of recovery; and that even in case it could do so, 
it — be recovered by causing the waste water to pass through a cun- 
ningly contrived amalgamator. 

3. { shall now proceed to state the duty which a stamps of a given power 
is capable of doing, and the estimate of the cost, exclusive of primary cost 
for water power, interest of money, &c., and onlyconsidering the working 
cost, including repairs and renewal of machinery, stamp-heads, labour, &c., 
and shall premise that the data are taken from the working of the best of 
the stamps at Morro Velho (St. John del Rey Mining Company) over the 

iod of one of the years (1855) while I superintended the Reduction 

rtment of that mine. The ore treated was pyritous quartz, composed 
of yellow, white, and arsenical pyrites, with traces here and there of cop- 
per pyrites; there was some of the “‘killas,” or slatey formation of the 
* country,” mixed with it, and a part of the quartz, of a smoke colour, was 
so tough and hard that the larger masses drawn from the mine resisted the 


action of 10 to 12-Ib. sledges, and we were compelled to resort to fire to! 


crack them. The assay contents of the ore was about 1 oz. Troy per ton. 
The stamps was a 24-head stamps, its stroke was 10 in., at an average 
rate of 75 blows per minute, and worked 24 in. below the grate; each head 
a 556 lbs. weight, including lifter, &¢, The power of the wheel 
was t 32-horse power, being more than requisite to lift the stampers, 
It worked 361°56 days in that year (the stoppages being for repairs), and 
stamped 14,430°4 tons=39°91 tons per day—nearly 1} tons per horse power. 
‘Two men by day and two by night were attending on this stamps. The 
average cost of stamping, including concentration and carriage of pul- 
verised ore, did not exceed 18. 4d. per ton... The ore was delivered to the 
stamps in pieces of from 2 to 3 in. square, and it delivered the ground ore 
80 sap ecg that 96 per cent. of it would pass through a sieve of 10,000 
holes to the square inch (I may here observe that such sieves, and even 
much finer, may be obtained from the firm formerly Knight and Sons, 
Foster-lane, Cheapside). The average duty of all the stamps was 1:82 
tons per 24 hours per head, and the average fineness of the powder was

The attesting data as to the truth of these assertions may be ascertained 


by referring to the reports of the St: John del Rey Mining Company for 


the year 1856. I have now given sufficient practical details to entitle me 
to a fair and practical reply from the patentees of quartz crashers, which 
I hope they will give in the same amicable spirit in the search for good by 
whieh I am actuated. 

Your anonymous correspondents might have divined from the last sen- 
tence in my letter that I was unwilling to respond to anonymous writers. 
I cannot, however, resist replying toa “‘ Miner” that “Lindley Murray ” 
is supposed to mean grammer, and grammer to include orthography, and 
though I never stated he had anything to do with the “language of the 
rocks,” it certainly may have a good deal to do with the language and 
writings of a “miner.” I shall be glad to know the meaning of trangen- 
tial impulse, and also of vocabularly, as I cannot find these words in my 
vocabulary.

P.S.—I think I have discovered an ore of gold in which gold is not con- 
tained in the ore in the metallic state, but is combined with some metal- 
loid or semi-metal; the quantity of gold contained is nearly } oz. per ton, 
yet not a single visible speck of gold can be obtained, though large quan- 
tities have been most carefully washed. I shall continue my investigations 
on this important phenomenon, and in due time commanicate the result, 
through the Journal, to the scientific and mining world. I confess I have 
a partial interest in this examination, as I have long entertained and sup- 
ported the theory that gold ewists MINERALISED in a much larger propor- 
tion in ores than metallurgists and mineralogists have hitherto chosen to 
believe.—W. R. 





THE LONDON COAL MARKET. 


Srr,—I think there is much truth in your article (in the Journal of 
Jan. 10) respecting the system of supplying the London market with coal, 
but, to my mind, you do not strike at the root of the evil—and that is the 
ruinoug loss to the coalowners from consigning to London, It does not 
seem to me of much importance whether the factors are paid on a tonnage 
or percentage rate, the whole question is the supply, which almost inva- 
riably exceeds the demand, and that is entirely caused by the system of 
consignment, The moment a colliery is slack of coasting trade, ships are 
taken on freight for London, regardless of the state of the market, and 
prices there are only remunerative when the coast demand is larger than 
usual. I can speak with some confidence on this matter, as I have been 
a coal factor for 25 years, and a considerable portion of that long period 
my firm has been paid on the value of the coal. I may also say, that 
there is probably no man in England more extensively engaged in col- 
lieries; so that i know both sides of the question, and that you are mis- 
taken with respect to the factors having any influence whatever on prices; 
the coalowners are entirely to blame, by over-stocking the market. Many 
years ago, as you are aware, the coals were sold in the North, and we 
were relicved from factors’ charges, and all others in London. These 
were good times for us, and until we return to that system, I am satisfied 
we shall not, on the whole, get more than the cost of production in London. 

Well, how is it to be done? We have the railways competing with 
the sea coal; will the coalowners of Yorkshire and elsewhere agree to a 
restriction of bond, and join us in the North to moderate the supply to 
London, and other large markets, and so give confidence to the trade? 
That, in my opinion, would cure the evil; for we always find when prices 
in London materially advance, the inland coals pour in, and the reac- 
tion for both is frightful. 

Now, Mr. Editor, turn your attention to this point, and do not notice 
these unfortunate factors, who s no influence whatever on prices; 
besides, a considerable number of the factors are salaried agents, others 
paid a percentage on the price realised. 

I do not hesitate, in conclusion, to assert, that the colliery proprietors 
are generally destitute of commercial knowledge, and carry on their con- 
cerns in a manner the most reckless and unbusiness-like; the waste of coal 
is enormous, and another generation or two will probably discover that a 
Government enquiry into the cause of that waste would have saved mil- 
lions of money to the country if it had been made in 1863.

H. M.S. Devastation, Nov, 20.—Waving only just received your letter, in reference 
to the quality and comparative merits of the Douglas Seam coal with ordinary English 
and Welsh coal, I take the earliest opportunity of replying, In reference to stowage, 
Welsh has an advantage over it about 12 per cent.; Newcastle 2 per cent.; but with 
most Scotch the advantage would be in favour of the Douglas Seam about 2 per cent. 
In burning it makes about the same quantity of smoke as Newcastle or Scotch, but 
about 2 per cent. less clinker, and if burnt slowly —that is, with fires not pressed—very 
little ash; the quantity of soot left in tubes is rather large, I consider that 1 ton of it 
will evaporate as much water as ordinary Newcastle or Scotch. I have had opportu- 
nities of burning a great many tons of both Sydney and Cape Breton, and Pictou, in 
Nova Scotia, coal, and I consider it very much superior to either of those coats in its 
quality for generating steam; it is not one quarter so destructive to the fire-bars, and 
makes at least 12 per cent. less clinker than either. I consider that it is at least 22 per 
cent. superior to your No, 3 pit. G. 8. Tuunper, Chief Engineer. 

H.M.S. Grappler.—tn accordance with your request that I should send you my 
opinion of the qualities of the new seam (Douglas pit) for steaning and stowage, I beg 
to state that I consider them to be 40 per cent. better than the former Nanaimo coal. 
The consumption is now 5 cewts. per hour instead of 7 cwts., and we can run three times 
ns long without cleaning the fires, and much less clinker. Withone or two exceptions, 
I consider them equal to any English coal for steaming, and I can stow as many in the 
bunkers as of Welsh coals. Altogether, I consider it a very good coal.

IRON-MAKING IN YORKSHIRE, SOUTH WALES, &c. 


Sir,—In last week’s Journal there is a paragraph, “from a corre- 
spondent,” calling attention to the economical production of pig-iron in 
the Cleveland district of North Yorkshire, in which it is roundly asserted, 
as an unquestionable fact, that such iron can there be obtained at lower 
tp than in any other part of the kingdom. Now, that pig-iron may 

made in the district above referred to at a comparatively very small cost 
I will not attempt to deny, but that it can be made at a lower cost than 
in South Wales, or even in Gloucestershire or Somersetshire, is a point yet 
to be determined; for in South Wales good mine pig-iron may be made 
for 30s. per ton, and in some localities at even a less cost, provided all the 
metallurgical improvements of modern days be duly carried oat, and the 
chemistry of properly preparing the raw materials for the smelting-farnace 
be strictly attended to, as explained in my “ Treatise on Iron Metallurgy.” 
Were this the case, there would be an end put to the present wasteful sys- 
tem of fluxing the earthy residuums in the blast-furnace with protoxide 
and sulphide of iron, instead of lime and other economical fluxes. By this 
wasteful and disgraceful mode of working, the loss of iron and other ma- 
terial, and labour, may be safely put down at 10s, per ton on the white and 
sulphury pigs thus made, and an additional 5s. per ton loss on the same 
pigs in working them up into inferior bars and rails in the mills and forges. 
Here is the cause of the severe depression in the iron trade of Monmouth- 
shire and South Wales, and not altogether the cost of raw material. Scotch 
pig-iron, as well as Cleveland pigs, are certainly produced very cheaply, 
but not more so than equally as good pigs may be obtained in South 
Wales, Gloucestershire, or Somersetshire, where the conditions above

GOLD IN WALES. 


Sir,—An article in last week’s Journal, signed ‘‘ Caractacus,”’ and re- 
ferring to the question of Gold in Wales, appears to have very little more sense 
in it than might be expected from an individual endeavouring to “ puff” 
the merits of two or three parties, in order to bring their names somewhat 
prominently before the mining public, to the detriment of others; and I 
must say it has very much the character of’an advertisement. Will 
“ Caractacus” tell us a little more distinctly what his wonderfully clever people have 
been, how long they have extracted gold from its ores, and to what purpose they bave 
devoted so many sléepless nights and years of anxious labour? also, what are the im- 
provements which they have, in consequence, been able to effect? The average yield 
from the Clogau Mine since its commencement never reached 7 ozs. per ton ; and it proves 
nothing in favour of Mr. Parry that he happened to be agent of the Clogau Mine when 
a good bunch of ore was cut, that he should have employed such machinery as Berdan’s 
to extract the gold, or part of the gold, from the ore. Good gold ore was cut before Mr. 
Parry was the managing agent of the Clogau Mine. I will venture to say that Mr. 
Parry has at this date no more idea of the quantity of gold which he has lost than I 
have; bat it is well known that a gentleman of Volgelly made a very liberal offer for 
some of the tailings from his operations. 

As for the performances of Mr. Owen Evans, they have scarcely yet come to light; 
we find him still working a machine patented by Mr. Britten, and therefore his sleep- 
less nights have conceived and brought forth nothing. Wehave many men living now 
amongst us whose opinions and practical experience are better, more extensive, and more 
valuable, than are, or ever will be, the opinions of some of the parties whom “ Carac 
tacus” has mentioned. I might refer to Capt. Martin, of the Cambrian Mine, wh 
life has been mostly spent in rich gold mining countries; Mitchell, Williams, Pri 
Mosheimer, and a host of others, whose advice would be as good, and probably better, 
than that of any of the three individuals so invidiously advertised in the letter from 
“ Caractacus.” Experienced English miners ought, at least, to have the precedence of 
the Merioneth men, who are at best only novices in gold mining. Will ** Caractacus” 
answer the following question—Who practically, on a large scale, extracted the 17 ozs, 
per ton from the tailings of the Prince of Wales mining works? Sucm Cuiqve.

ANCIENT AND MODERN MINING IN WALES. 


Sir,—The mines of this country have been worked from the remotest 
period; indeed, sufficient evidence has been brought forward by different 
authors to prove that many were worked by the Romans, and frequent 
comments have been made on the rude methods by which they worked the 
various mines, but more particularly their mode of dressing ores, Within this century 
some mines have been worked by the same means, and the dressing of the ores carried 
on by the same process, in two or three cases, I believe, with profit; but in such cases 
the lead was found in large masses, and the price then much higher than at present. It 
will, however, scarcely be believed that within the last six months the same rude pro- 
cess has been again introduced into a mine recently brought out, and at which it was 
boasted there was a sufficient supply of water power for the purposes of pumping, wind- 
ing, and dressing the ores. Now, how does our author of Ancient Mining, &c., account 
for this retrograde movement? and is he aware tifat such a course has been adopted ? 
The mine I refer to is called Silver Mountain, and is worked under the able manage- 
ment and direction of Capt. M. Francis, The reports from the mine are very favour- 
able ; bat in this neighbourhood the universal topic of discourse is the rude and long- 
abandoned method of working adopted at the Silver Mountain Mines. In the Blue 
shaft they have, I am told, put in a lift of pumps, to keep out the water, worked by 
hand, not water power; but worse than this is the system of dressing the ore, which 
we learn from the captain’s repcrts is being prepared for market. Will anyone who 
has noticed and practised the various improvements in machinery for crushing and 
dressing ores believe that the old Roman system, “ bucking,” or, in plain English, 
breaking the ore with hammers, has been adopted at this mine, where it was said they 
had a sufficient supply of water for all purposes, and I may state that there is a new 
water-wheel on the mine, left by the Birmingham people, who last worked it, who, I 
suppose, made the wheel, and afterwards found out they had no water to work it, ex- 
cept in a flood of rain. Before me I have a report, made by Capt. M. Francis, of a mine 
in the immediate neighbourhood of the Silver Mountain, wherein he says—“ By a cal- 
culation I entered inte when I opened Goginan Mine (which mine was worked before 
Capt. M. Francis’s time), I found, although Goginan, by means of modern machinery, 
was realising a profit of 7007, a month, or upwards of 80007. per annum, if the work had 
to be done by hand the success would be quite reversed, and the mine would be losing 
about 20,0001. per annum.” After this argument against the “ bucking, or Roman, 
system,” what has Capt. M. Francis to say for adopting such rude, abandoned, and, ac- 
cording to his own calculations, ruinous system? At this rate he will soon expend the 
capital of the company (25,000/.), out of which 80007. was paid for the grant and ma- 
chinery, of which there was little or none on the mine, so that he has only 17,0007. to 
expend on the “ bucking process.” J. NaysMITu, 


TO MINING SPECULATORS, BOTH YOUNG AND OLD. 


HOW TO MAKE FROM 20 To 40 PER CENT, BY MINING, WITH BUT LITTLE RISK. 


Sir,—I have repeatedly stated that mining is all a speculation, and as 
such that there is no absolute certainty about it. There is, however, one 
method of operating by which much of the uncertainty—indeed nearly ail 
—may be done away with, and enormous interest for money obtained. 
For the benefit of the readers of the Mining Journal, I will state the par- 
ticulars in as plain a manner as I possibly can, so that those who like to adopt the 
method may do so. By this system, however, no great hits can be expected to be made, 
though, perhaps, occasionally a few may turn up. My system, then, is that in order 
to make a large percentage by mining speculations the client should sell whenever he 
can get a profit. Lam aware that many a client will exclaim, “ All stuff and nonsense, 
Sir. Sell at a profit, indeed! why, I’ve never had the chance. Here have I been in 
Wher! Diddle-em for three years, and in the Great Wheal Do-em-all for five years, and 
never had a chance of getting out at any price. Talk of profit, indeed; no fellow ever 
could get out at a profit. Ridiculous, Sir! don’t talk such nonsense.”—* Do not be so 
hasty, my good Sir. It, probably, was not your fault you invested into those mines— 
that was your broker’s fault; your fault consisted in employing such a broker. Be 
more cautious in future.” 

Now, every speculator of a few years’ experience must have noticed that there are 
certain good and safe mines, which fluctuate for many months about 10 per cent. both 
above and below a certain price, and my system is to buy into such mines as soon as 
they are at the average, or medium price, and to sell again as soon as thty go 5or 10 per 
cent. above it. If, after shares are bought at the average price, they should go lower, 
more should be bought, and the lower they go, the more extensive should be the pur- 
chase. For instance, I will take the average price of a mine—say Wheal Grenville— 
at 5/. 108., and will suppose 20 shares are bought at that price. If, afterwards, they 
should drop to 5/., I would buy 40 more; and if they should then drop to 4J. 10s., I 
would buy 80 more; thus, the 140 shares would average about 4/. 14s, each, which 
would be about 16s. less than the usual average price, and only 4s. above the lowest 
price. In such improving and promising mines as Wheal Grenville, there is not the 
least doubt but that the usual average price- 5/. 10s.—will be again reached, and then 
I would sell the 80 I bought at 47. 10s.; if they go to 5/. 15s., I would sell the 40 I 
bought at 5/.; and if they go to 6/., L would sell the 20 I bought at 57. 10s. Thus, you 
will perceive, I would buy in a falling market, and sell ina rising one, If the price 
should go yet higher, well and good; let the purchasers have the advantage of it. J 
shall have made my profit, and shall be satisfied with it, 

In the above process I am, of course, supposing that the prospects of the mine remain 
the same as when the first 20 shares were purchased ; but if any important improved 
ment or falling off had taken place after the first purchase the thing would be altere- 
altogether. Now, in Wheal Grenville, for example, the next sale of ore will fetch about 
4001. more than any sale which hasas yet been made from the mine, whilst the prospects 
of the mine are improving, and the costs less. The knowledge of those facts would make 
me hesitate to sell any of the shares at less than 6/., knowing, as we do, that when the 
shares were selling at 77. 10s. to 81. the prospects of the mine were not so encouraging 
as at present. If, however, I noticed another good mine which had been neglected by 
tho public, and which was, theretore, selling below the average price, I should take my 
profit and buy into this latter mine. Thus the money would continually be turning 
over, and the profits, with but trifling risks, enormous. By operating in this way, a 
man with 50901, may make from 10001, to 20001. a year profit. Iam acquainvs: with 
a broker who has several! clients, who place in his hands various sums varying from 
5007. to 10002., with fall liberty to buy and sell whenever he may think prorer, pro- 
vided he can make a profit for them, even as little as 24% per cent. Some clients are 
never satisfied with their profits—they always want the top price, and, by waiting for it, 
Srequently lose tieir profits and their capital as well. 

Now, to take a profit when we can get it is a certainty: to wait until we can get a 
greater profit is an uncertainty. Which is the best? Speculators must bear in mind 
that the man who intends to buy shares has an idea that the price will go higher, as well 
as the man who intends to sell shares, or he would not buy. My plan has been to sell 
whenever I can make a fair profit, as by such means the uncertainty of mining is con- 
verted into almost a certainty. If the price afterwards rises I never fret about it ; I have 
made my profit, and that is enough. “ , 

It iscertainly not pleasant to see shares advance 20 or 30 per cent. just after they are 
sold, but the speculator in mines must be prepared for all this, as no one can possibly 
ascertain when the top price has been reached, the more particularly so as the price 
frequently advances independently of any improvement in the mine, but simply from mar- 
ket operations. Thus, twoor three speculators have decided to buy up several hundreds 
of shares, regardless of price, or it may be that a single speculator has decided on buying 
up a large portion of the mine, and sends his address to three or four different brokers, 








higher for his shares than if he had confided his orders to one broker, for three or four 
brokers buying all at the same time for one client, unknown to each other, in addition 
to some others which may be on the market, would give an idea of there being some im- 
portant discovery having been made in the mine, so that the other brokers would hesi- 
tate to sell unless at a much higher price than before the buyers appeared, The poor 
client thus pays dearly for his curiosity and cunning. It the order had been confined to 
one broker, with instructions to wait his opportunity for buying, the client would have 
been considerably in pocket. As an old specalator, [ advise the’young one never to em- 
ploy more than one broker at a time to make purchases in one particular mine. Zrpe- 
rience has taught me the folly of it. ; 

It will be clearly seen that tn order to follow my advice, so as to be enabled to sell at 
@ profit, that such mines must be dealt in as will enable the speculator to do so, for un- 
fortunately there are many mines aclient may buy into which will never give him the 
least chance of doing so, bat just the other way. He is in them, and there he must re- 
main, unless he makes up his mind to relinquish his shares to the company—the wisest 
thing he could do in many concerns I could mention. Any experienced broker can tell 
his client the sort of mines in which there are good prospects, and which keep at a steady 
price (when compared with others)—that is, which fiuctuate about 20 per cent. from the 
highest to the lowest price. Of course, there will be a difference of opinion between cer- 
tain brokers, but my advice is that every speculator should learn to understand some- 
thing about mining himself, so that he might be able to reason for himself as to the pro- 
bability of a mine rising or falling in price. For instance, let us suppose that a mine 
which has not been neglected by the market rises from 107. to 15/. a share, and a broker 
recommends his client to buy at that advanced price, the client, in such a case, ought to 
have some good reason given to him as to why the advance has taken place, and his 
knowledge of mines ought to be sufficient to convince him whether the reason given was 
a sound one. If market operations have been the sole cause of the advance, the client 


should have nothing to do with the mine; but if, on the other hand, an improvement has 
taken place sufficient to warrant the increased price, let him buy the shares, and not be 
Srightened out of them again if the price should afterwards go down from market ope- 
rations, as they will stand no chance with the improvements in the mine. 

I will conclude by repeating that, as a general rule, it is best to sell whenever a profit 
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there will be but littlespeculation in the business. Becautious, however, that only such 
mines be dealt in that in all probability a profit can be made, as there are many where 
the idea of such a thing would be an utter absurdity. The mining broker, and not the 
market broker, is the man to employ.—Jan. 26.

The report of the directors stated that, in consequence of the unsettled state of Mexico, 
they are deprived of any information from the mines later than that contained in Capt. 
Paull’s report at the end of October last, as all postal communication with the coast is 
interdicted, In postponing the ing from I ber to January, they had reason 
to anticipate the receipt of favourable accounts of the mines, and they trust that their 
expectation will be realised shortly, as it is confidently believed that the prevailing 
anarchy in the country is drawing to its termination. The accounts extend from 
Oct. 20,1861, to Sept. 24,1862. The operations during that time consist of—Santa Elena 
Mine: Sinking and securing San Juan shaft 1934 varas; driving adit level east of shaft 
54% varas; driving San Juan level east of shaft 10644 varas; criving San Jorge level 
west of shaft 21% varas; and driving San Jorge level east of shaft 28% varas.—San 
Luis Mine: Driving Santiago, or 50 vara level,on the lode leading to the Viscaina vein 
29% varas; and driving cross-cut north 4734 varas. A cross-course in San Juan level 
having heaved the lode on which it was being driven towards the junction, the works 
ia that direction have been materially impeded, but a cross-cut has been commenced to 
search for the regular run of the lode, so as tocontinue the approach to that point with- 
out delay. A great drawback was also occasioned during the past year by the fall of a 
considerable quantity of ground in this level and in the shaft, which had to be cleared 
and firmly secured. In the cross-cut in San Luis Mine a lode about 4 ft. wide has been 
intersected, presenting good indications; aiso several small branches underlying north 
towards the Viscaina. One of these branches was letting out a little water, which was 
considered to indicate proximity to the Viscaina lode.

A cross-course had intersected the lode where it was thought 
the operations were approaching the junction, and it became necessary to drive some few 
fathoms through hard ground, and then to commence across-cut. The fact of the cross- 
course having intersected the lode was by no means an unfavourable feature, for it fre- 
quently occurred that when cross-crosses came in deposits ofore werefound. Stones of 
ore had been discovered up to the time of reaching the cross-course, and in the bottom of 
San Juan shaft ore had been found in small quantities, faced with native silver, which 
was also a highiy favourable feature. These operations bad been somewhat impeded in 
consequence’of not being able to obtain a timberman to secure the ground, which had fallen 
in in the adit level, and thrown them back about two months. In the shaft also some 
ground had given way, and their manager, sooner than lose time, attended to it himself; 
but in doing so he, unfortunately, met with an accident, which confined him to his house 
4 fortnight or three weeks. Those interruptions had affected their prog » although 
considerable progress had been made since the last meeting. It had been expected 
that by the present time their operations would have reached a regular course of ore; 
but although such was not the case, the appearances of the mines were certainly equally 
as encouraging, if not more so, than they were at the time of the last general meeting. 
The lode had been very productive where it had been worked in various parts of the 
district, and he saw no reason to doubt, and was only echoing an opinion based upon 
the experience of practical miners upon the spot, that eventually it would prove 
equally productive in the company’s property. He expected that the affairs of Mexico 
would soon be brought into a quiet state, when a regular communication with the 
mines would be established. He looked forward to receiving by the next mail much 
more favourable advices than those last to hand. He concluded by moving the adop- 
tion of the report and accounts. 

Mr. ALLEN enquired if it were probable anything of a productive character would be 
met with before the janction was reached?— The CHarrMAN replied that it by no means 
followed that a regular course of ore would not be met with before ajunction was 
reached ; but, generally speaking, the deposits of mineral were considerably richer when 
near a junction. There was a junction at each end of the workings. 

Mr. J. 8. Smrrn having seconded the proposition for the adoption and reception of the 
report und accounts, it was put and carried unanimously. 

The CHAtrMAn, in reply to a question, stated the arrears of call had been reduced to 
about 2007. The board did not contemplate making a call before April. 

Mr. Bett, the retiring director, having been unanimously re-elected, thanked the 
meeting for their renewed mark of confidence. He held it to be a principle when gentle- 
men undertook duties—whether paid or unpaid—they were bound to discharge the duties 
which devolved upon them; and so long as proprietors reposed confidence in bim (Mr. 
Be.}) it would be his pleasure, as it would be his duty, to do his utmost for the benefit 
of the undertaking. 

Upon the proposition of Mr. ALLEN, seconded by Mr. Nrcuo.ts, a vote of thanks was 
passed to the Chairman and directors, which was duly acknowledged. 

The proceeding then terminated. 


CAPULA SILVER MINING COMPANY. 


The first ordinary general meeting of proprietors was held at the com- 
pany’s offices, Cannon-street, on Tuesday, ; 

Mr. J. CayNoweru in the chair. 
Mr. G. F. Smiru (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 


The report of the directors stated that immediately after the formation of the company 
they secured the services of Mr. Richard Bray, and appointed him as the manager of their 
property at Capula. From the experience which he has had in Central America as well 
as in Mexico, they believe him to be in every way qualified to fulfil the duties of his ap- 
pointment. The operations at the mines commenced in May, since which a considerable 
length of the adit level has been cleared and about 300 fathoms of tram-road laid, which 
will greatly facilitate future operations in the clearance to the main shaft of a further 
extent of about 20 fathoms, and in removing the debris from other workings. Several 
lodes in the mine have been examined, all of which have been found to contain ore, and 
in some cases it will pay for extraction; but the tram-road has to be completed in order 
to clear away the stuff from the excavations before any systematised plan of working 
can be adopted. At the surface store-houses, smithy, carpenters’ shops, saw pits, and 
cottages for the workmen have been erected, and a wall part!y built to enclose the site 
intended for the reduction-works. Taking into account the limited period during which 
operations have been carried on, and that partia! explorations only have been practicable, 
the directors consider that the aspect of the mine is encouraging. - 


The CnatrMAn said it had been seen in the report just submitted that the directors 
had not considered it advisable or necessary to impart any matter not immediately con- 
nected with the works. He had, however, the satisfaction of informing the proprietors 
that the statemenis which had been put forth in the prospectus had been fully confirmed 
by the opinion of Mr. Bray, the company’s manager. They had not been able to prose- 
cute the works so rapidly as he could have wished, on account of the disturbed state of 
country. For instance, the mining tools had been detained at the port,and, consequently, 
they had been obliged to obtain from Mexico the necessary implements in limited quan- 
tities. They had also laboured under another disadvantage, which was this—having to 
revive a neglected mining district, difficulty had been experienced in procuring the ne- 
cessary labour; workpeople would not come until cottages had been built, and thus a 
nucleus formed for their operations, The state of the country was improving, on account 
of the French advancing towards the city of Mexico, and no doubt, in a short time, quiet 
would be restored, when the necessary implements would reach the mine, and the works 
would progress more vigorously. There had already been discovered some ore, but as 
yet they had not been able to develope it extensively, on acconnt of the necessity of 

pleting thet d, which, when finished—as had been stated in the prospectus— 
would enable them to develope the mine at different parts simultaneously. The present 
appearances of the mine were in every way encouraging ; and they knewthat from the 
tthet d was finished mineral would be raised. They had commenced the 
excavations preparatory to the building of the hacienda for reducing the ores. When 
the hacienda was completed they would be able to transmit the silver to a town about 
twelve miles distant: they could not at present say what quantity would be produced, 
but all that could be amalgamated should be, so as to assist in liquidating the expenses 
incurred. That was as much as the directors felt warranted in saying at present; but 
they believed they were justified in congratulating the shareholders upon the present 
prospects of the undertaking. He (the Chairman) concluded by moving the adoption of 
the report and accounts. 

Mr. MapGwick enquired whether he was correct in supposing that the mine was not 
in a much more forward state than at the last meeting ?—The CHAIRMAN presumed the 
hon. proprietor must be labouring under some error, as this was the first meeting the 
present company had held. 

Mr. Mapewick enquired if there were not 5000 unissued shares in the hands of the 
directors ?—The CHAIRMAN said that such was the case. It was considered advisable 
at the time to issue only 20,000 shares. 

Mr. MapGwick was quite aware the directors had the power not to issue more than 
20,000 shares, if they chose to exercise it; but he could not see what benefit would be 
derived from adopting such a course. 

The CuarrMan said the benefit must be patent—that the dividends would be divided 
among 20,000 shares instead of 25,000. 

Mr. Mapewick said that, under those circumstances, it was a pity that the directors 
had issued more than 10,000 shares.—The CuarrMaNn said {it was not considered pru- 
dent to issue less than 20,000, because sufficient capital would not have been secured. 

Mr. Bett (a director) said another reason might be assigned that less than 20,000 
shares were not issued. They were aware that a company required a capital of 50,0007. 
to enable it to be placed upon the Stock Exchange; therefore, if the directors had en- 
tered into the concern with less capital than 20,000 shares would produce it could not 
have been placed upon the Stock Exchange. 

Mr. Mapewick would have preferred seeing the whole of the shares issued before any 
pergen was refused who had applied for shares. 

Mr. BELL said a fair quota was assigned to each applicant. 

Mr. C. Morris considered that the directors had exercised a very prudent discretion. 

Mr. Humsy thought the shareholders were greatly indebted to the directors for hav- 
ing taken such a politic step ; and, moreover, it was a primary evidence of the confidence 
the directors had in the intrinsic value of the property. Under any circumstances, if more 
capital should be required, the unissued shares would be allotted pro rata among the 
shareholders, and, therefore, none of them could reasonably complain. 

Mr. BELL sald it was confidently anticipated that all of the present capital would not 
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be required to develope the property. At any rate, it was hoped so; and, therefore, it 
was evident that it would have been very unwise on the part of the directors to issue a 
larger number of shares. If they had done so, shareholders might have turned round 
and said that the concern would have been much more profitable had the directors kept 
the capital within the limits it was expected would be required. 

Mr. J. Parties wished to make a few remarks upon the brevity of the directors’ re- 


port. They expected brevity in a royal speech, but he did not know that proprietors 
considered that extreme brevity was a quality when it referred to a directors’ report, and 
especially when that report was the first that had been presented to the proprietary. It 
was his opinion that a mining report should give a history of the undertaking, so that 





at any future time its position and progress might be traced from the very commence- 
ment. He was disposed to think that Mr, Bray had communicated much information 





that would bave been extremely interesting to the preprietary—for example, they all 
looked for some facts about the ore already seen in the mine, The directors merely 
stated—“ That several lodes in the mine have been examined, all of which have been 
found to contain ore, and in some cases it will pay for extraction.” That, he cousidered, 
gave @ very poor idea of the mine that was so much lauded in the prospectus, and whence 
it was stated that in the course of a few months large quantities of ore would be raised. 
But, notwithstanding that the directors had thrown so much cold water upon the con- 
cern, he (Mr. Phillips) was persuaded that Mr. Bray's reports contained sufficient ma- 
terial to have presented a report in a much more detailed and encouraging form. He 
would, therefore, recommend that in future the directors should endeavour to give pro- 
prietors a little more infor fon. For inst they would have liked to have known 
something more about the progress of the hacienda, because really that was one of the 
most important of the company’s works; and it would have been well had the directors 
mentioned that they had not received any despatches by the last mail; all those things, 
he thought, gave information which shareholders were glad to possess, and he would 
that the di ” reports should be presented in a more detailed form. 

The CHAIRMAN was much obliged to the hon. proprietor for any hint that he might 
give, for it was always a pleasure to ascertain the feelings of proprietors with respect to 
such matters. But the board had considered it better to confine themselves within the 
limits of the operations that had been carried out, without stating anything with re- 
gard to the extraction of the ores. Although Mr. Bray had told them—and which was 
stated in the report—that the quality of the ore was sufficient to pay for extraction, 
but that he could not say anything about the quantities, in consequence of not having 
yet been able to ascertain in what quantities it could be produced. Therefore, the di- 
rectors thought they had better not mention it. The reason it was not mentioned in 
the report that a letter had been received from Mr. Bray arose from the fact that it did 
not come to hand until Friday last, after the report had been printed. There was no- 
thing contained in that letter beyond what he (the Chairman) had already mentioned— 
that preparations had been commenced for the building of the hacienda, In future, 
however, the directors would endeavour to give more extended reports. 

Mr. Mornkis enquired what length of time it was estimated would be occupied in effect - 
ing the clearing and laying down the tramroad ?—The CHatnMan said that a great deal 
would depend upon the state of the ground, but he stated it might be accomplished 
within six months. 

Mr. PHIcips did not mean that the directors should give a coloured report, but merely 
to narrate the facts of the case as they were communicated by the agents in Mexico. 

The CHAIRMAN thought that all the information the directors had received was em- 
bodied in the report. He might, perhaps, say that there had been discovered a course of 
ore 3 feet wide, which, upon assay, produced from 7 to 40 marcs per monton. But that 
lode was only cut four months since, and nothing had been done further, because they 
had not been able to get sufficient men to work. But even if they had been abie to do 
80, nothing much could have been done until the t d was pleted 

The SECRETARY, upon the suggestion of a shareholder, read extracts from the letters 
received on Saturday last from Mr. Bray, which stated that the works were progressing 
favourably, that he looked forward to a material change for the better, and that they 
would soon be able to drive much faster than hitherto. 

A Proprietor enquired the length of time it would occupy in sinking the shaft, so as 
to prove the junction of the lodes? 

The CHAIRMAN said they had first to clear the adit for the tramroad,and up to the 
shaft, which they expected would be done in about six months, when they would be 
able to judge of the quantity and force of the water in the mine, upon which would de- 
pend the character of the machinery that would be required to enable them to sink the 
shaft to the junction of the lodes. 

Mr. BELL, referring to the directors’ report, said it might be remarked, if they had 
erred at all it was upon the right side,in not baving presented a report of too favourable 
acharacter. He did not think the hon. proprietor had intended to castany censure upon 
the directors; and he (Mr. Bell) hoped and trusted that they had fairly discharged their 
duty towards the shareholders. 

Mr. J. Putturrs said that, so far from casting censure, he thought they were to be 
commended for their caution, and that from that very circumstance they were entirely 
to be depended upon. 

Mr. Mapewick suggested that the items of salaries, labour, and materials, should be 
shown in the accounts separately. 

‘The CHAIRMAN said the accounts were made up in the usual form, and that they were 
open for the inspection of each shareholder. The retiring auditors (Messrs. J. Phillips 
and J. G. Van Weede) were unanimously reappointed. 

Upon the proposition of Mr. J. Puitiips, seconded by Mr. TURNER, a vote of thanks 
was passed to the di for the way they had conducted the affairs of the 
company. A vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceedings. 














PORT PHILLIP AND COLONIAL GOLD MINING COMPANY 


A general meeting of shareholders was held at the London Tavern, 
Bishopsgate, on Monday,—Mr. J. D. Powxezs in the chair. 

Mr, C. H, Frevper (the secretary) read the notice convening the meet- 
ing, and the reports and accounts, having been circulated amongst the 
shareholders, were taken as read. 

The Cuarrman said he believed the report contained the most exact 
information upon everything connected with the company and such as would enabie the 
proprietors to form an accurate estimate of the position of the company, which he need 
scarcely tell them was, in his opinion, highly satisfactory. They had proved by expe- 
rience that their property did not diminish in richness as they went down, which was 
the more important, as it bad been said that the quality would not hold in depth. They 
had to congratulate themselves upon Mr. Selwyn’s prediction that they had nothing to 
fear in going down having proved correct, as was evidenced by the fact that they had 
had a satisfactory yield in the six months reported upon, though the quality of the 
quartz reefs has varied. This point was especially referred to in the report, where the 
proprietors would find it stated, in the extracts from Mr. Bland’s advices, that all their 
reefs vary in richness in the different levels, as well as along their courses on the same 
levels—and this appears to be the general character of auriferous quartz veins. None of 
theirs at Clunes show any signs of “ giving out,” either as defined or gold-bearing lodes. 
The eastern vein looks as well at the 300 ft. level as it did near the surface. The Vic- 
toria Company, just to the north of them, have lately been crushing material from this 
vein, kept separate, that yielded 2 ozs, tothe ton. Mr, Bland notices frequent mention 
in the Journal and other publications of the rapid diminution in the yield of their quartz 
veins in depth; and in the discussion at the Society of Arte on the reading of a paper 
on gold mining, it was stated that the “ Port Phillip and Colonial Company commenced 
their operations at Clunes on a quartz vein that yielded on the surface 10 ounces to 
the ton, which afterwards diminished to 6 ounces, and as the quantity of quartz ope- 
rated upon and the depth of the workings i 1, the average yield diminished, 
and they were now able to make a profit out of stuff producing only 10 dwts. per 
ton.” But that this view is altogether erroneous is apparent, for Mr. Bland, in com- 
menting upon it, says “ the highest yield we bave ever had at Clunes for any one fort- 
night’s crushing, since we commenced there, was 2 ozs. 244 dwts. per ton, and this 
was during the first year, when we had but a small plant to supply. The quartz was 
picked, and what was rejected then has since been crushed. We could get the like re- 
suits now if we adopted the same means; but it would not pay us todo so.” He (the 
Chairman) considered the fact of the Victoria Company having been crushing quartz 
which yielded 2 ozs. per ton was important to them, inasmuch as it proved that they 
were in a good neighbourhood. They were about to put up 24 more heads of stamps, 
which, added to the 56 heads at present in use, would give them ample crushing power. 
They had crushed 660 tons per week, and might vastly increase this, and still would not be 
able to work the quartz out daring the present lease. The directors proposed a dividend of 
3s. 6d. per share for the past year, of which 1s. per share had already been paid in an- 
ticipation. It was gratifying, also, to know that they began the present year with a 
good report for October, although, of course, nothing conclusive could be arrived at as to 
the result which the year would show, November would also be a very fair month. 
He was not aware that it was necessary tomake any further remarks, and would, there- 
fore, formally move that the report and accounts be received and adopted. 

Mr. SPENCER HERAPATH was much pleased tosee their accounts in a more intelligible 
form, and he thought the directors were entitled to their thanks for having carried out 
the shareholders’ wishes by making them so. They could now see at once what amount 
they had to deal with for dividend. He thought, too, that he would but be expressing 
the feelings of the proprietors generally when he said that the time had arrived when 
they were in @ position to consider the remuneration of the directors. The present pro- 
spect of the company was excellent, and their future was one which they could look 
forward to with confidence, so that there could be no better opportunity of considering 
the salary to be paid to those who had the management of their affairs. 

Mr, NICHOLSON enquired why the capital of the company was put down in the balance- 
sheet at 35,000/., though it appeared that they had to pay dividends upon 97,5002. worth 
of capital ? 

The CHAIRMAN said that, if he had had the advantage of seeing the proprietor a few 
years sooner, he would not have met with the difficuity. It was well known that two- 
thirds of their original capital was clean gone, and the shareholders considered it unde- 
sirable that the full capital should appear as an available asset under such circumstances. 
As the accounts at present stood, the capital was represented by the Clunes plant. 

The reception and adoption of the report and accounts was then put, and carried una- 
nimdusly. The dividend of 3s. 6d. per share was also put and agreed to, 

Messrs, R. H. Bland and J. Macdonnell were re-elected directors ; thanks were voted 
to Mr. Bland; Mr. Sutton was appointed auditor; the directors’ jon was fixed 
at 800/., instead of 600/. ; and, thanks having been voted to the Chairman and directors, 
the proceedings terminated. 


GREAT NORTHERN COPPER MINING COMPANY OF 
SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 


The third annual general meeting of proprietors was held at the London 
Tavern, on Thursday,—Mr. Dona.pson in the chair. 

The notice convening the meeting having been read, the report of the 
directors was submitted, from which the following is condensed:—

Mr. Bonney, during the ten months ending in November (the 
date of his last advices), has performed a difficult and laborious task to the entire 
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sent home by each mall proves that our affairs are now conducted with honesty and in- 
telligence. The most important subject, however, which the directors have to embody 
in this report is the highly satisfactory inte!ligence received respecting the Nuccaleena 
Mine, to which the company’s operations have been chiefly limited for some time past ; 
ond, if the richness and abundance of the copper ore laid open at the shallow depth of 
14 fms. are found to continue as the explorations are carried deeper, there can be no 
doubt whatever of the permanent success of the undertaking.

It was agreed that the business of the ordinary meeting should be adjourned tii! after 
the special meeting, at which the report of the committee appointed in July last was 
to be submitted, 

Mr. Wuire read the report of the committee, wherein reference was made to the 
Nuccaleena Mine, and stated that the committee could see no reason why, if economi- 
cally worked, this mine should not prove remunerative for the present amount of capital 
expended, and suggested that the attention of the management should be confined to that 
mine. The committee thought economy might be effected, and that the present amount 
of the directors’ jon was too high for a prog ive mine, was also 
made to the direction having diminished their stake in the company. 

The CHAIRMAN thought the directors might have been allowed a copy of the commit- 
tee’s report, so as to have been prepared witha reply to the various points therein raised. 

After a lengthened discussion, it was unanimously resolved that an adjournment 
should take place, so that the report of the committee might be printed and circulated 
among the proprietors. The meeting was adjourned accordingly. 


DUN MOUNTAIN COPPER MINING COMPANY. 


The half-yearly general meeting of shareholders was held at the London 
Tavern, Bishopsgate-stroct, yesterday,—Mr. D, ScLANDERS in the chair. 

Mr. Frepk. Saunpers (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting, and the report and statement of accounts, of which the subjoined 
are abstracts :— ; 

Four extraordinary mectings having been held since July, the position of the com- 
pany’s affairs is in the knowlege of the shareholders, Under date of Nelson, Oct. 27, 
Mr. A, Fitzgibbon, the manager, writes;--The season for shipping wool being now at 
hand, increased facilities will be found forshipping chrome. They still continue to come 
across veins of copper ore, some of which are apparently very rich. Samples have been 
sent to Sydney for analysts, as some of the miners feel disposed to work on tribute, The 
wood business is doing very well, and will return about 1000. profit this year, though 
commenced at the worst season. The omnibus brings in about 300/, per year, The 
railway, stock, horses, and plant, are in first-rate order, and working well. The direc- 
tors regret that the stagnation of trade in the manufacturing districts has had a prejudi- 
clal effect upon the sale of their chrome ore, but they hope to succeed in finding 
another channel. 

The excess of expenditure over receipts to Dec. 31, 1862, was 21741, 2s. 10d., and the 
cash at the Union Bank of London is 7091. 4s. 10d, 

The Cuatnman having moved the adoption of the report, which was seconded by 
Mr. Parker, 

Mr. Spencer HERAPATH said he had but recently become a shareholder; but he might 
venture to say that he represented a very ‘arge interest in the company, and that those 
who held that interest entertained very favourable views with regard to the future of 
the company. He was, however, at a loss to conceive the reason that such a large 
quantity of chrome had been allowed to accumulate. 

The CuatrMan said that the quantity referred to by the hon, proprictor had accu- 
mulated since July last. He might refer the proprietors to the statement made in the 
report that they were making 1000/. per annum from the firewood upon the property, 
and 3007. per annum from passenger traffic. He hoped they had not more than ove 
month's bills coming forward, which would be met by the money just raised by the 
shareholders. It had been mentioned in the report that endeavours had been made to 
find some means of disposing of the ore; and in the meantime he hoped there would 
be ample means, upon the other side, from the local traffic to meet all the absolutely 
necessary expenditure in keeping the railway and all the other works in an efficient 
working order, ready to commence operations at any moment upon an extensive scale.

Mr. Tuenow having seconded the proposition, Mr. Rogers was unanimously re-elected. 

The appointment of Mr. J. E. Vance,as director, in the room of Mr. W. Clay, re- 
signed, was unanimously confirmed.

HINDOSTAN (SINGHBHOOM) COPPER COMPANY. 


The first annual general meeting of shareholders was held at the London 
Tavern, Bishopsgate, yesterday,—Mr. 8, J. Wipe in the chair. 

The usual preliminaries having been disposed of, the report of the di- 
rectors and the statement of accounts, of which the subjoined are abstracts, 
were submitted :— 

Immediately on the allotment of shares steps were taken to procure the necessary 
European staff to send out, and Messrs. Kinsela and Carbery, smelters; Rogers, mining 
captain ; and Trethewey, mine carpenter, were selected, Mr. Francis Fowler was ap- 
pointed local manager. The necessary smelting plant has been sent out. Messrs. 
Kellner, smelter; and Heyne, miner, have been engaged in India—both have resided in 
India, and are acquainted with the language and natives. At the mines, the surface 
work has been pushed on with all speed, to make ready forthe dry season, The actual 
analysis of theores has proved that Mr. Kellner’s estimate was too high, but the supply 
of charcoal, firestone, limestone, and other necessary articles are far cheaper and more 
abundant than originally calculated. Mr. Edmund Edwards, the managing director, 
gives an epitome of the information received from India, and concludes by observing that 
whilst the principal amount of ore is at present being obtained at Landoe, the other works 
are full of promise, and that when time has been allowed to prove them most, if notall, 
are likely to give satisfactory results, and, indeed, it is difficult to believe that mines 
which have given such large returns in former times will not be far more productive 
when worked at greater depth, and more methodically. Roads have been made and im- 
proved where necessary, and Mr, F. Fowler has organised a regular and effective system 
of communication between the mines, smelting-works, and Calcutta. The strictest eco- 
nomy has been constantly pressed upon the company’s agents.

The Cuaimman, in moving the reception and adoption of the report, said that the ex- 
planations of the principal operations at the mine would be better given by the ma- 
naging director. He need only tell them that after the allotment of shares they did 
everything to get the 'y Euroy superint ts to the mine; but, unfortu- 
nately, there was a rainy season in India, and as it was during that season that their 
staff arrived out there they had, of course, all the bad time to work through. The meet- 
ing ought to have been held a little sooner, but they thought it desirable to defer it, in 
order that they might be enabled to tell the shareholders what had been done after the 
conclasion of the rainy season, which he should state was unusually long this year, and 
he was glad to say t hat their prospects, now that the rainy season is over, are very 
good. He could assure the shareholders that it would ever be his endeavour to lay all 
facts fairly before them, though he would not promise to commanticate thelr hopes when 
the advices were good, nor their fears when they were bad. The last report was a little 
better, and he believed everything was going on in a satisfactory manner. 

Mr. Epwarps went through the various paragraphs in the report, with a view to clu- 
cidate it. With respect to Mr. Kellner he said that he was a German smelter of great 
experience, and had been so long under the old proprietors that they might consider that 
he had become acclimatised. As to Mr. Kellner’s estimate of the value of the ore not 
being borne out, he might inform them that it was estimated there were 1000 tons of 

ore worth 8 per cent., but in the furnace only 4 per cent. was got out; this might have 
been, however, from the furnaces not having got into working order, for the result which 
he was now obtaining was nearer the estimate, 6 per cent., but as a set-off to this they 
found that they could haveany quantity of charcoal at 7s. 6d. per English ton, and that 
native labour is obtainable at 2d. per day. The engine which was at the mine was out 
of repair, but was at once put right by Mr. Fowler; but as wood fuel had to be used it 
became a question whether bullock power cannot be used in preference. They had a 
great deal of water power, but the rainy season had interfered with getting the ma- 
ehinery, for which designs were sent out, erected; indeed, it was very questionable 
whether where bullock power and manual labour were so cheap it would be desirable 
even to employ water power. Calculating the produce to average 20 per cent., they 
might return 300 tons of copper per annum, and make 50/. per ton profit. As it was 
stated in the report they were raising some good ore; and at the 15 to 16 places where 
exploratory operations were going on other discoveries might be made, but the majority 
of these works were not sufficiently advanced to give results. He believed that the 
statements made in the prospectus would be more than realised. Another interesting 
point was that there was much quartz in the country, and from a small assay made he 
found it to contain a very appreciable quantity of gold. The last report received from 
Mr. Fowler, dated Dec. 16, stated that good progress had been made; that Mr. Kellner 

ordered to Badeu on account of ill-health; that matters at Landoo were going 

on well, and that other points were promising. The last report from Mr. Rogers stated 
that in the month they had raised 20 tons or ore, worth 400/. 
A SHAREHOLDER enquirei the amount of the monthly cost ?—Mr, Epwanps said it 
‘was about 300/., but that, supposing they were raising double their present quantity, 
and getting a return of 700/. or 800/., the returns would be made at the same cost. 
The SHAREHOLDER : Have you realised anything ?—Mr. Epwaxps said they had not. 
They had 3 tons smelted, but it had not been realised, as it required to be refined. The 
manager has bad orders to send any ore over 20 per cent. produce, which it is inconve- 
nient to smelt at the works, to Swausea, to which place the freight would be about 42. 
or 51. It was not anticipated to send home the ore by preference, but it was thought 
that it might be advantageous to do so during the erection of the smelting-works, 
A SHAREHOLDER would be glad to have some explanation of the item “ total expenses 
¢ and incidental to, the formation of the company, as set forth in the Articles of Asso- 
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the public. As the applications did not come in as anticipated, the directors availed 
themselves of their power to modify the arrangement. The total number of shares was 
24,000. When the list was closed, it was found that only 6923 shares had been applied 
for, so the directors arranged that Mr. Haymefi should have the 3000/, if 1/. per share 
were paid upon 6000 shares. The directors’ opinion being, that they would thus secure 
enough money to begin with, and that when the works had been developed a little there 
would be no difficulty in raising additional capital. The directors also arranged that 
the purchase-money should be 5000/. cash, and 35,0007. in paid-up shares, instead of 
10,0001. cash, and 30,000/. in paid-up shares. Nine-tenths of the shareholders were the 
directors and the directors’ friends. He had said that 6923 shares had been subscribed 
for, and the number taken in India was 105. As tothe arrears of calls, the total amount 
was now only 1881/,, which could be obtained almost for asking for, and for which the 
shareholders were paying the company 5 per cent. interest. 
Mr. Ray questioned the legality of altering the arrangement in the Articles of Asso- 
ciation, and another shareholder thought it very irregular to allow any shareholders to 
wait to see how the mines turned out before paying their calls, upon paying 5 per cent. 
The CuaimMan said that no further call would be made until all arrears had been 
cleared up, or at least within a few pounds. There would be an absolute necesssity for 
the gentlemen to pay their arrears before the end of next month, because the last 1000/. 
acceptance for the cash portion of the purchase-money would then fal) due. 
In reply to a question, whether it would not be more desirable to limit their explora- 
tions instead of keeping fifteen places working at once, Mr. Epwarps stated that labour 
was so cheap that it was unimportant, many involving only the clearing out of old shafts 
and levels by a few men at 2d, a day. 
Mr, Wilde and Major-Gen. Downing were re-elected directors, and Mr, G. A. Hillier 
was appointed auditor for the ensuing year, the appointment of a second auditor being 
considered unnecessary. 
Thanks having been voted to the chairman and directors, the meeting separated. 


ILLOGAN MINING COMPANY. 


A preliminary meeting of the shareholders was held at the offices, 1, 
Winchester-buildings, Old Broad-street, on Wednesday, 
Mr. T. Frexp, sen., in the chair. 

The notice convening the meeting having been read, 

The CuargMan stated that the object of the present meeting was, in the 
first place, to confirm, modify, or reject the rules and regulations which, 
upon a previous occasion, it had been agreed should govern this company; and, in the 
next place, to dispose of the general business of the undertaking. 

The rules were then read, which places the company strictly under the Cost-book 
System, sudject to such regulations as may hereafter be adopted. Various alterations 
having been agreed to, it was resolved that the cost-book should date from June 5, 1862. 

Messrs. Brown, Browne, Peter Watson, and E. Cooke were appointed the committee of 
management till the next general meeting. The banking account was transferred into 
the names of the committee. 

Mr. E. Cooke said he fully appreciated the compliment which the shareholders had 
just paid him by electing him as a member of the committee, and he would endeavour 
to fulfil the duties pertaining to that position. Of course, his appointment was only a 
pro tem. arrangement, arising from the present infancy of the undertaking, for he be- 
lieved the time would soon come when much more influential men than those now 
elected would consider it an honour to be elected as members of the executive. As a 
principle, he was opposed to any mining broker being appointed upon a committee of 
management; but as this undertaking was now only in its infancy, he had consented to 
be elected nntil such time as others better qualified to fill the position could be found. 
Possibly to some it might appear strange that he, a mining broker, should be taking part 
in these preliminary proceedings, but when he informed the meeting that he was act- 
ing as a sort of trustee for his friends, who were largely interested in the undertaking, 
he thought the meeting would not consider that he was occupying an inconsistent posi- 
tion upon the present occasion. As regarded the property which this company was 
about to develope, seeing that it was completely surrounded by some of the richest mines 
in Cornwall, he could not see that it was in any way an unreasonable expectation that 
Illogan would eventually prove equal to some of its rich neighbours, He could not but 
congratulate his fellow-shareholders upon the extremely favourable terms upon which 
the property had been acquired, for he had known properties mcomparably inferior in 
every respect sold by promoters for 50007. and 10,0007, He only hoped that the com- 
pany which was this day formed would be characterised by a long and prosperous career. 

Capt. TeaGue said, as allusion had been made to the situation of the Illogan Mines, 
he might, perhaps, be permitted to state, for the information of the shareholders, that 
the sett comprised an extent of ground upon the course ef the lodes of a mile and a half 
in length,~-parallel lodes with those in Carn Brea, Tincroft, and Cook’s Kitchen. If 
there was any chance in the county of Cornwall of opening out a really vaiuabie pro- 
perty, it certainly was in the Illogan Mines. The best evidence that he could afford of 
his opinion of the property was the fact that he held a great interest, which he certainly 
intended to retain, ‘ 

Mr. G. Batters said it was unnecessary for him, upon the present occasion, to re- 
iterate his opinion as to the permanently valuable character of the district in which 
their property was situated, as he had recently publicly stated that both for value and 
permanence that district was unsurpassed—-in fact, it was the greatest mineral district 
in Cornwall. 

The CuarmMaNn said, as Mr. Peter Watson had had some considerable experience in 
this district, he might possibly have some information to communicate. 

Mr. Perer Watson, having thanked the meeting for the compliment which they had 
paid him in having elected hima member of the committee, stated that he was for some 
time purser of Tincroft, during which time that portion ot the sett which the present 
company proposed working became disunited; and it would be interesting to share- 
holders to know the reason why this portion of the sett (then called Providence) had 
been disunited. Ten years since, when tin was about 45/, per ton, and the copper standard 
was 30 per cent. under what it was at the present time, Tincroft was working at a loss 
of something like 7002. or 8007, Under which circumstances it was considered prudent 
to suspend operations at this (then called Providence) part of the sett, although an 
engine-shaft had been sunk 65 fms. from surface. It was considered ai the time by 
many in the district, as well as by the managers, a great pity to stop that portion of the 
mine, because every indication justified the supposition that in a few fathoms further 
sinking something of importance would be reached. As far as the position of the pro- 
perty was concerned, nothing could be more desirable. There could be no doubt that 
Illogan was one of the best pieces of unexplored mineral ground in the county. It had 
to the south-east Wheal Buller; to the south Wheal Basset and West Basset; to the 
west Condurrow and Harriett; to the north-east Dolcoath, West Seton, Wheal Seton, 
North Roskear, East Pool, Tincroft, Carn Brea, and the Great South Tolgus ; and why, 
he would ask, should not [!logan—in the very centre of these rich properties—produce 
equally satisfactory results? They were greatly indebted to Capt. Teague for having 
brought the mine forward in the way he had done, and he (Mr. Watson) only hoped that 
the same zeal and ability which had brought Tincroft to its present position would 
achieve equally satisfactory results at Illogan. 

Capt. TEaGvue (in answer to a question) stated that he had purchased a 40-in. cylinder 
engine, together with boiler, for 470/., and that it was calculated that in about three 
months from the present time it would be at work. All the necessary buildings had 
been erected, the adit had been cleared for about half-a-mile, so that they would never 
experience the difficulty the late party did in employing a large lift to keep the water 
from the adit. 

Mr. E. Cooke wished to know what amount was avallable for the working of the 
mine after having liquidated the preliminary expenses and every other liability ? 

Capt. Teacve replied that after paying everything there would be sufficient to pay the 
working costs till March.—A vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceedings. 


PROSPER UNITED MINING COMPANY. 


A special general meeting of shareholders was held at the company’s 
offices, Bishopsgate-street, on Thursday,—Mr. Pater in the chair. 

Mr. Murcuison read the minutes of the previous meeting, which were 
confirmed. 


Mr. C. Hann observed that the principal object of the meeting was to 
confirm the acts of the finance committee. For some time past the shareholders had 
been dissatisfied with the management,and during the past three months enquiries had 
been made which proved that the dissatisfaction was not altogether ungrounded. Much 
money had been expended unnecessarily, and the mine had not been carried out, so far 
as the underground workings were concerned, in quite the manner that could have been 
desired. The purser’s accounts were in a disordered state, and even at the present 
moment they did not know the financial position of the company within 3007. to 5002. 
The finance committee had received the resignation of Mr. Hosking, the purser, and 
had taken upon themselves the responsibility of accepting it, and had appointed Mr. 
Chas. Wescomb, of Exeter, in his stead. He had only met Mr. Wescomb a few days 
previously, but was so convinced of his qualification that he felt that they could not 
do better than place the whole in his hands,and he had requested Mr. Murchison to 
name it to Mr. Wescomb. He felt satisfied that the undertaking would turn out a good 
concern, and that the adventurers would be well repaid for the outlay which had been 
made. He did not know that much good would be done by referring to the irregula- 
rities which had occurred, so he would pass them by. He concluded by moving the 
confirmation of the acceptance of Mr. Hosking’s resignation, and of the appointment of 
Mr. Wescomb— leaving the financial committee to settle the terms. 

Mr. Freperick Hit seconded the motion. He believed that if the adventurers gave 
the mine their support for twelve months, in order to admit of the development of known 
lodes, the mine would prove remunerative. He agreed with all that had fallen from 
Mr. Hand as to the undesirability of going into past affairs,and might state that they 
had as good a set of machinery on the mine as upon any mine in Cornwall. With re- 
gard to the appointment of Mr. Wescomb to succeed Mr. Hosking, he might remark 
that it was his general opinion that the financial officer of a mine should be in the 
vicinity of it, as he is the medium between the lords and the adventurers, as well as 
between the adventurers themselves; the financial head should, therefore, be frequently 
atthe mine. He, however, knew Mr, Wescomb, and, as he felt that he would do his 
duty, he had great pleasure in seconding his appointment to the pursership. He thought 
Mr. Wescomb to bean exception to the general rule.

At that time, as all the sharehoiders are, of 
ine, the Ashb’ © company’s property was confined to the (as we now call it) upper 
mine, the Ashburton United Mine, now called Lower or Eastern Mine, having been a 
subsequent acquisition. I shall, therefore, in the first instance, describe what has been 
done in the upper mine. Our first attention was directed to the securing and repairing 
the engine-shaft; this shaft was in a most dilapidated condition, taving, in a great 
measure, ran together through thedecay’of the timber and other causes. This we had 
## secure. It was both a troublesome and dangerous job, and at the same time very 
<ouly. The shaft had been sunk 78 fms. from sarface, an adit intersecting the shait 
38 fas. from the surface, draining the mine, or partially so, from that depth. but below 
the adit the shaft was full of water. I was enabled to goon with securing the shaft to 
the adit during the time the engine was in course of erection, but the ground near the 
surface had been shaken in such a manner that it was necessary to secure the shaft for 
the first 25 fms. with a casing of timber of the best description. After much trouble 
and danger to the men employed, the shaft so far was most satisfactoril y completed 
Whilst this work was being got forward the engine-house was erected. and after nian 
delays occasioned by the weather, the engine (a 40-in. cylinder one) was erected and 
got to work, forking the water from the shaft below adit level, and thus enabling me to 
continue the repairing and securing of the shaft from the adit level to the bottom.

The engine was a new one, and of excellent construction; attached to this are all the 
| proper appli for pumping purposes—such as rods, bobs, 40 fathoms of pumps, &c. ; 
and at the surface capstan, shears, balance-bob, horse-whim, &. ; and, in fact, every- 
thing y fora lete and effici working of the mine. From the adit level 
a@ cross-cut was extended from the engine-shaft south to intersect the Brothers copper 
lode ; the lode was reached, and found to be 34% ft. wide, worth for copper 244 percent. ; 
we drove for several fms. west on the course of this lode—it was promising, and, no 
doubt, would have been found profitably prodactive on a further exploration, it having 
in a former working, further east, produced considerable quantities of copper ; but opera- 
| tions on this lode were for the time suspended when the lower mine was purchased. 
| Whilst these works were going forward I was employed in securing the western shaft ; 
this shaft was formerly used for an air-shaft, and for occasionally drawing stuff, but as 
the western ground is a very important feature in this valuable mineral property, t 
deemed it wise to increase the size ot the shaft to the proportions of an engine-shaft, 
as I contemplate very important results from this western ground. The lodes here are 
generally improving in productiveness as they go west and near the granite; 1, therefore, 
enlarged the shaft from 5 ft. long by 3 ft. wide to 7 ft. by 5 ft., so that by attaching a 
line of rods from the engine to this shaft it can ve used as an engine-shaft for the deve- 
lopment of this part of the property. The shaft is from the rise of the ground 42 fms. 
from the surface to the adit level, which has been continued up to this point ; the shaft 
has been secured to this depth, and is in every respect an efficient working shaft. The 
adit I have refered to is about one mile in length, from its mouth up to the western 
shaft, traversing both the lower and upper mine, and draining the two mines to the 
depth that it intersects the several shafts; this adit was run together in the upper mine 
for upwards of 100 fms., this I have had properly cleared and secured. The above are 
the works that have been earried out on this part of the property (the upper mine), and 
I can state, without fear of contradiction, that this mine is in a thoroughly mining-like 
state, and effective working order. It will be in your recollection that the Ashburton 
United Mine, now called the “ lower or eustern mine,” was purchased by the present 
company in August, possession being given to us on Sept. 1 last; the purchase money 
was 5000/., this included all the machinery, plant, and stock on the mine. The mine 
was left by the Ashburton United Company in a most deplorable state. The shaft on 
which the large pumping-engine is placed, and through which hitherto the stuff and ore 
from the mine has been drawn, is known by the name of Hobsor.’s shaft. To the west 
of this going towards the upper mine is another shaft, known as Parry’s shaft. Hobson's 
shaft has been sunk 78 fms. below the adit,’ or 94 fms. from surface; this shaft was in 
fair condition, but the 55 and 67 fm. levels were nearly run together, the timber being 
decayed, and more than that the levels were choked up, the deads from the mine having 
been thrown back, instead of being drawn to the surface as they ought to have been; 
these two levels, for the extent of nearly 200 fms., we have had to clear and repair, and 
secure with fresh timber. Parry’s shaft is a most important feature in the working of 
both the mines, it being the key to ali the western part of the property; this shaft is 
sunk 65 fms. below the adit level, or 87 fms. from surface, but the shaft was run toge- 
ther, and rendered impassable the whole way from the adit level to the bottom ; this I 
have had to clear and timber. Levels from this shaft had in former times been driven 
westward in the 25, 35, 45, and 55 fm. levels below the adit, but these levels were in an 
entirely ruinous state, being ran together and choked up with rubbish: I have now com- 
menced clearing these levels, The late company used the engine-shaft for drawing up 
the stuff from the mine, but this could not now be done if the western part of the mine 
is to be worked; I have, therefore, erected pulleys and stands (that were already on the 
mine) from the drawing-machine to Parry’s shaft, down which I have fixed a double 
skip-road for hauling ali the stuff; thedrawing-power is a water-wheel already erected. 
We are now clearing the 35 in order to reach whole ground. Between the upper and 
lower mines is an extensive piece of unwrought ground, which is believed, I may say 
known, to be highly mineralised, and it is our object to clear out these levels from Parry’s 
shaft to gain this ground. It is unaccountable how the Jate party should have so en- 
tirely neglected so important and prominent a feature in the property. Weare driving 
also from Parry’s shaft west the 55 and 65 fathom levels, both ends producing some tin, 
Since we have had possession! of this mine an important discovery has been made. 
The late managers had deemed the south underlie north lode to have been unbottomed, 
which, if such had been the case, that part of the mine would have been totally unpro- 
puctive, This is in the 78, but, by a careful inspection and dialling of the mine, I found 
their workings were entirely misdirected. They commenced driving a level north from 
the shaft, hoping to intersect the lode, but my dialling convinced me they were inerror, 
and that, in fact, the lode laid to the south instead of north of the shaft. 1, consequently, 
started a level south, and, in 10 ft. driving, cut the lode. We have driven east and west 
on this lode, and for 3 fms. in driving the lode will yield ore worth 357, per fm. The 
lode is, at the moment, somewhat disturbed by a branch coming in and disordering the 
end; but from courses of tin seen in the level above, dipping down, we are daily in ex- 
pectation of having a great improvement, and, in all probability, of coming on a good 
course of tin. The cutting of the lode rich at the depth it is, isa feature of importance. 
In the 67 we have commenced to the west of shaft sinking a winze on a shoot of tin go- 
ing down; the lode in this winze is worth 20/. per fathom. By sinking this winze we 
prove the lode down to the next level, as well as open ventilation below, To the east of 
Hobson’s shaft is another, and I may say a distinct, mine, but still forming part of this 
property. Thisis known as the Union Mine. This was a mine in former times of great 
importance, and from which large quantities of orehave been raised. We are doing no- 
thing here at present below the adit level, the mine being full of water below that point ; 
but this part of the property is deserving of the greatest attention. Our operations here 
are at present confined to sinking a winze from the shallow to the deep adit level. We 
are driving this to prove the lode frow one level to another. To the west of the Union 
Mine is Brothers Copper Mine, also in this property. I should propose opening up this 
mine. The bottom has not been seen for the last century, but is known to have been a 
productive mine in former times. I would suggest fixing a line of rods from the engine 
at Hobson’s shaft to this mine; the cost of this would not be much (say, 1007.), part of 
the necessary appliances being on the mine. I deem this tobe a matter of great import- 
ance, Considerable works have had to be done at the sufface, and more remain to be 
done. Everything was left by the late company in a very inefficient state of working ; 
mach had to be done to the stamps, water-wheels, dressing-floors, &c., but we are gra- 
dually getting these into tolerable order. We have returned since we had possession of 
the Lower Mine 314% tons of tin, realising 2188/7. 11s, 11d., and we have now a further 
quantity stamped out and preparing forthe market. We have employed on the mine, at 
the present time, 144 hands, including men, women, and children. In conclusion, I may, 
perhaps, be allowed to observe that I am most intimately acquainted with every portion 
of theze mines, having known them for more than 30 years, and having worked myself 
as a tributer in them for many years. I am most anxious to see them a profitable pro- 
perty to the shareholders, which I have no doubt of their being when properly laid out 
and worked. I can assure you my most anxious care is to push on the works with all 
speed, and Ican state with perfect truth that the utmost economy is used in the expen- 
diture of the capital of the company in the necessary works that are going forward. 

WEST CONDURROW.—F. Gilbert, Jan. 28: The 36 end, east of Purser’s shaft, is 
now within about 24 fms. of the tin ground gone down in the 24, that is perpendicular 
from that point: the lode is about 2 in. wide, and composed of peach and iron. The 
ground is moderate for driving, and is being driven at 3/. per fm., by three men and three 
boys.

by Mr. ‘Phomas Macfarlane, of Acton Vale, Canada Hast, and the descrip- 
tion is rendered particularly Incid by the diagrams which accompany it, 
comprising a plan of the mine and six sections of thesame. It is found that it is better 
to send the 4 or 5 per cent. ore to market than to dress and concentrate it to a higher 
produce. The monthly yield of ore is about 200 tons, the average produce being about 
12 per cent. Mr. Macfarlane remarks that there is no instance known of a mineral de- 
posit bearing even a moderate resemblance, in its various relations and characters, to 
that of the Acton Mine, and, consequently, it is impossible to draw upon any stock of 
experience gained elsewhere for guidance in exploring it. 


British Cotumsia.—In the month of October the gold-dust deposited 
in the Mint in san Francisco, and entered by the depositors for conversion into bars and 
coin, as from Cariboo, was 9442 ozs., and, as from Fraser River, 102 ozs., the value of 
which would be about $162,248 gross. Cariboo dust loses about 6 per cent. in melting, 
and its ley is lower than that of California dust; the average fineness of the former 
being 700, and that of the latter 880. The difference in quality is due to the fact that 
the Cariboo dust contains a larger proportion of silver. It is a remarkable fact, become 
a miner’s dogma, that the further north on this continent the mines are situated the 
more abundant is the production, the larger is the yield, and the lower is the fineness, 
The miners paraphrase the statement, “ Southern mines yield little gold, but rich; 
Northern mines yield much gold, but poor” in quality. 





MANUFACTURE oF SHEET Merat.—According to the invention of Mr. 
Arthur Kinder, of Cannon-street, it is proposed to produce sheet metal by 
the combined operations of cutting and rolling; and in carrying out the 
same he first produces a sheet by cutting it from a cylindrical block or pig 
by means of a suitable knife or cutter, after the manner described in the specification 
of Henry William Wimsburst, and after a sheet has been so formed, or during its forma- 
tion, and as fast as it proceeds from the cutting machine, he proposes to pass it between 
one or more pairs of rolls, which, by exerting a pressure upon the sheet tend to condense 
it, and render it more homogeneous tn its texture. The sheet is primarly cut thicker than 
is required for use, and is then consolidated and reduced in thickness by the subsequent 
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rolling process. It is also proposed to employ a variable driving gear in the combined 
cutting and rolling machine, whether such machine be driven direct from a steam-en- 
gine, or by an intermediate shaft. This variable driving gear is governed by the slack 
of the sheet between the cutting ap us and the rolls. It is also proposed tocombine 
with a cutting and rolling machine any suitable arrangement for coiling and cutting up 
the sheet into longitudinal breadths or strips, and sometimes into lengths. 








CEMENTATION OF STEEL.—An invention has recently been patented by 
Mr. A. A. Lamiable, of Paris, according to which he claims the applica- 
tion of wood divided into small parts, such as sawdust, the leaves of trees, 
and the envelopes of certain fruits for the cementation of the pieces of cast 
or forged tron to form steel suitable for the manufacture of cutlery, rails, tyres of wheels, 
and other articles. The invention consists in converting cast and wrought-iron into 
steel, then in melting this steel to form pieces of cast-steel, and in the employment for 
that purpose of wood divided into small parts of such kinds as furnish various essences, 
ebony being preferred ; resinous woods (either alone or mixed with sa wdust, or parts of 
other kinds of wood), leaves of the walnut, poplar, and other similar kinds of trees, the 
tops of the branches of various trees, of firs, and other resinous trees, and also the enve- 
lope or outer casing of certain fruits, such as the green shells of walnuts, the envelope of 
the cocoa-nut and pine-apple, and other similar products, the choice and proportions of 
which will be best ascertained by practice. The pieces of forged or cast-iron of good 
quality to be cemented are placed as usual in sheet iron boxes or moulds, and entirely 
surrounded with a thick layer of wood sawdust, employed either alone or mixed with 
one or several of the substances before stated, and the box is closed, and the joint luted 
with fire-clay ; the mould is then placed in the middle ofa rather intense fire, which is kept 
up during a length of time, varying with the dimensions of the pieces to be cemented ; 
the larger they are the longer they must remain in the fire. The pieces of good cast- 
iron or forged iron cemented by this process will form good pieces of steel. But to obtain 
pieces entirely of cast-steel after converting the cast-iron or forged iron into steel by cemen- 
tation, as before describe’, this metal is reduced to pieces, which are placed in a crucible 
with wood sawdust, or other of the substances before stated for the comenting process, 
and in a quantity proportionate to, and sufficient for, the metal to be treated. He closes 
and lutes the crucible, so as to prevent the gases from escaping ; he heats to the necessary 
temperature during the time required for melting the metal, and for enabling him to run 
it into the moulds suitably arranged and prepared. Iron ore first purified may be con- 
verted into steel by a similar process. 


A New Form or Sutrnur was lately shown at a meeting of the Aca- 
demy of Sciences at Paris, by M. H. St. Claire Deville, who had received it from a young 
German chemist, M. Dissenbacher. By adding to pure sulphur a four-hundredth, or even 
a few thousand parts of chlorine or iodine the sulphur was made perfectly soft, so that it 
might be spread in thin leaves, as fiexible as wax. This fact may, perhaps, tend to 
explain the sulphurisation of India rubber. When pressed in the hand, the modified 
sulphur acquires a certain degree of hardness. 


A Coat Ow Pyrometer, invented by Mr. G. Tagliabue, was exhibited 
ata meeting of the Franklin Institute, Philadelphia. The vessel containing the coal 
oil, the quality of which is to be tested, is placed in a reservoir of water, which is heated 
by a small spirit-lamp. A thermometer, the bulb of which is immersed in the oil, in- 
dicates the tem . Openings in the lid of the vessel containing the oll are provided 
with lids, which are removed at a proper time to admit atmospheric air, which, com- 
bining with the gas generated with the oll, forms an explosive mixture. A taper is in- 
troduced from time to time into a tube projecting from the top of the vessel, and when 
the gas and air have combined in the proper proportion the mixture is ignited by the 
taper and explodes, the height of the thermometer at the moment of the explosion in- 
dicating the quality of the oil. ‘

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THE LONDON COAL MARKET 


Accompanying the annual report of the Northern Coal Trade, issued a 
few days ago, and summarised in the Journal of Dec. 17, were circulars 
addressed to the coalowners individually, inviting them, it they saw any- 
thing to object to in the report, or were averse to any attempt to carry into 
effect the principles therein contained, by means of some control over ex- 
cessive supply, to state their objections to the committee. The Durham 
coalowner, to whose attacks on the management of the London coal 
market we drew attention in the Journal of the 10th inst., has accepted 
the invitation, and in a letter to the secretary has published a lengthened 
explanation of his views. ; 

It will be remembered that the committee of the coal trade, after lament- 
ing the deplorable result of sending coals to the London market last year, 
condemn what they term “ the vicious system ” of consigning coals to Lon- 
don, and they recommend a return to the old custom of selling them de- 
liverable at the port of shipment. Mr. Hugh Taylor, in a letter which 
we publish in another column, supports this recommendation, and, to 
the extent of acknowledging that a return to the system of selling in the 
North is a “consummation devoutly to be wished,” we agree with him. 
But we fear, with the Durham coalowner, that this plan is no longer 
feasible. ‘To give it effect a total revolution in the trade must be pro- 
duced—a revolution which, by starving the Londen market, should en- 
hance prices there to an extent that would again bring the, shipowner on 
the scene as a purchaser; and even if this condition were reached, what gua- 
rantee, we ask with the writer, have we for the permanence of the reformed 
system? ‘The dictates of self-interest? Those are precisely what would 
destroy it. Competition has arrived at a stage which wholly excludes the 
idea of a practical revival of this primitive and golden era of the coal trade. 
Its extinction must be deplored, but its resuscitation is hopeless. 

At the meeting of the coal trade at which the annual report was adopted 
the following resolution was agreed to:— 

That the committee be instructed to take into consideration, and lay before the trade, 
some plan by which the supply ofcoals may be more closely assimilated to the demand, 
and the overloading of the market thusavoided, at the same time apportioning that sup- 
ply amongst the different classes of coal; and that they be instructed to report also on 
the mode of vending coals, and to convene a special meeting within the period of one 
month for the purpose of considering their report. 

The Durham coalowner thinks he sees a streak of blue sky in the latter 
part of this resolution, if it includes, as one would think it must, a report 
upon the mode of vending coals in London—a report that shall not be 
limited to the mere process of sale and delivery there, and its attendant 
imposts and regulations, but shall apply to the mode and principle on 
which the factors are remunerated for their agency; to the policy of that 
system considered with reference to the interests of the coalowners, and 
compared with the probable operation of a change from payment by a ton- 
nage rate on quantity, independent of price, to a percentage commission 
on amount, of which price would be the sole and absolute basis. The 
writer proceeds as follows:— 

The committee state in one of the paragraphs of their report, condemnatory of the cus- 
tom of direct consignments, that they believe they (the coalowners) “ are the only com- 
mercial men in the country who persevere in this mistaken and suicidai course.” I be- 
lieve that this passage would apply with infinitely greater force of truth to the system 
on which they are still content—or, at all events, continue—to requite their factors. As 
respects the question of consigning, it may be truly alleged that the coalowners cannot 
help themselves. But a coal-factor is only a coal-broker, and occupies the same position 
towards his principal, the coalowner, as the sugar or any other produce broker bear to his. 
How happens it that all other brokers are paid a percentage on amount, except the coal- 
broker, who levies his rate of requital on quantity? It is not in the least necessary for 
my argument that I should impeach or question the strict honour and conscientiousness 
of the coal-factors in their mode of conducting sales. I am quite sure that they do not 
consciously sacrifice the interests confided to their charge, and do as well as could be ex- 
pected of any class of commercial agents placed in similar circumstances. But I main- 
tain that it is not enough to feel confidence in the abstract integrity of gentlemen occu- 
pying their position, It is reasonable also to expect that that position should imply a 
demand upon other qualities—those of forethought, “ co-operation ” (it will be understood 
why I quote that word), vigilance, and sagacity ; all the attributes, in fact, of alert and 
intelligent commercial generalship. Do the present conditions of recompensing the fac- 
tors for their services involve any sufficient guarantee that those essential aptitudes will 
be evoked and developed to their fullest extent? It does not consist with human nature 
that it should be so; and as the coal-factors, although a most respectable body of men, 
are neither gods nor demi-gods, it is idle to suppose that it will be otherwise with them. 
In point of fact, looking to their own compensation only, it makes no matter to them 
what prices the coals they sell realise. Nay, it might be said by an uncharitable critic 
of their system that their interest was to depress the market, because the lower the price 
the more they would sell, and, therefore, the better for them. Certainly there must exist 
an unconscious bias on their parts towards the buyer. No reflecting person can doubt 
that, and, as matters stand, there is unfortunately no countervailing occult influence to 
correct it. I have very little doubt that if their remuneration were placed upon the same 
footing as other brokers we should, after the lapse of a short time, find the market yield 
not only better prices, but become moresettled. * * * It is the coalowner who isthe 
sole victim of all the defects of this truly “ vicious system,” which has galled him so long 
that it would almost appear, from his patient endurance of it, he was hopeless of a re- 
medy. But I see no reason for such despair, if the coalowners collectively will but re- 
solutely probe the sore, and as resolutely use the knife where it is needed. For my own 
part I do not think, because I cannot believe, that the factors themselves will be hostile 
to the adoption of an improved principle of assessing the reward of their services. As to 
the rate of percentage, that, of course, would be a matter for joint consideration and de- 
cigion, and would offer no difficulty whatever—certainly none of an insuperable charac- 
ter, What I am concerned for is the prompt and general alteration of the basis or prin- 
ciple on which the factorage charge is to rest, feeling quite convinced that until that on 
which it depends at present is abolished all other measures for the improvement of the 
London market will, at the best, be of but temporary efficacy, and that the seat of the 
disease, which has so long affected it, will not be reached. 

We have more than once expressed similar sentiments to those so well 
set forth by the writer, whose thoughtful utterances we commend to the 
especial and immediate attention of the coal trade. It certainly is, as the 
Durham coalowner tells us, a striking anomaly that the coalowners of 
Northumberland and Durham, and especially the workers of household 
coal, should be beaten in the matter of organisation by such a body as the 
London coal merchants, who, in despite of a seeming internecine rivalry 
with each other, contrive, by means of some sagacious principle of co-ope- 
ration and cohesion, so to manage matters as to secure for themselves a 
gross profit of 7s, or 8s, per ton on the Pool price—a profit which is just 
about identical in amount with the price realised at the port of shipment 
by the coalowner, in return for the whole of his risk and outlay.

MINES, MINERALS, AND MINERS—No. IV. 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT, } 

It has been our purpose to show that no extended enquiry has yet been 
instituted, with sufficient precision, to enable any one to form a reliable 
theory of the origin of mineral veins. Whether we examine the works 
of Hutton or of Werner—whether we select the Essays of the continental 
miners and geologists who have written on the subject—or those of our 
own country—or whether we listen to the shrewd practical observations of 
our intelligent mine agents—it must be admitted that in no one instance 
do we find an examination, step by step, of all the conditions involved in 
the solution of the problem. 

Amongst the most practical miners themselves is there not still a great 
diversity of opinion on the questions of the direction of lodes as laid down 
by Capt. Charles Thomas? Most recently we have seen the hypothesis 
of the metalliferous conditions of primary and secondary granite severely 
questioned. Mr. R. W. Fox’s theory of the Electrical origin of lodes has 
been denied, Mr. Belt is a strong advocate for the igneous hypothesis, and 
Mr. Robert Hunt—who clearly has a favourable leaning towards Mr. Wal- 
lace’s views—supports the aqucous doctrine. 

From this it is clear that a vast field of enquiry awaits the labours of a 
zealous band of truth seekers, and great would be the reward of an earnest, 
honest search. We reqiire to know— 

1, What are the oonditions of the rocks in which our various mineral 
veins occur—under what varying circumstances are they rich or poor? 

2. What are the indications that temperature has or has not to do with 
their formation? 

3. What evidences have we of the action of Electricity in either of its 
forms—statical or Franklinic Electricity, Voltaic or Galvanic Electricity, 
Magnetic Electricity, or Thermo-Electricity? 

4. Howcan weunderstand the formation of tinstone, yellow ore, mundic, 
black jack, or lead, from solution in water? And, again, we mast have 
experimental evidence to show that combinations with sulphur can be 
so formed. 

5. We must enquire how it is that lead lodes in Cornwall have a gene- 
ral North and South direction, whereas in Cardiganshire, Cumberland, and 
Northumberland they run mainly East and West? ‘This opens the ques- 
tion of the direction of lodes to the proof of a widely-extended examination. 

Now, it must be evident to every thinking mind that a knowledge of 
Geology, of the Science of Heat, of Electricity, ot Chemistry, and of 
Physics generally, is required for this investigation. We are now in a 
position to ask—notwithstanding the study of some of these sciences in the 
classes of the Miners’ Association—how large is the class we can form of 
men fitted to carry forward this examination? 

The suggestion of a correspondent in the Mining Journal of last week, 
that a system of enquiry should be established in all mining districts, is a 
most excellent one, and let us hope that it may be acted on. However, it 
is also necessary that the observers should be trained to their respective 
tasks, so that they might not allow any matter to escape them. Beyond 
this, they should set aside all preconceived notions, or hold them so lightly 
that they would give them up as they advanced to clearer traths. 

We have not said one word respecting the Practice or Min1no, al- 
though we will not allow our very best friends, the “ Practicals,” even to 
declare themselves perfect. When man is not looking forward to improve- 
ment, depend upon it he is standing still. That which is not in motion 
is soon covered with dust and cobwebs, and the mind of that man who 
thinks he has attained the goal soon becomes clothed with similar blind- 
ing influences. 

In the paper which has given rise to these communications, ignorance 
has been spoken of, and there appears to have been a considerable degree 
of misconception as to the use of the word. It clearly was intended to be 
applied generally, to express, what it is quite evident from all that has been 
written on the subject everyone admits to be a truth—namely, That we 
have no positive knowledge of the causes in action producing mineral lodes 
or deposits, and in this absence of positive or real knowledge we have no 
guiding principle applicable to all cases, by which we can venture to say 
whether a lode shall prove rich or poor. 

On this point the Man of Exact Science is as largely at fault as the Man 
of Practical Experience—they are equally in ignorance of any general 
Law by which they can be certainly guided. 

As we have written before, it admits of very grave doubts, whether, as 
Mr. Robert Hunt supposes, it is possible to arrive at certainty in this. 
We conceive, however, that the value of sach a discovery is so large as to 
warrant the expenditure of much time, and of much money, in endeavour- 
ing to solve the problem. And we do hope that one of the advantages 
which will grow out of the Miners’ Association of Cornwall and Devon- 
shire, will be the establishment of a system, by which every fact will be 
recorded, and eyery remarkable phenomenon registered and preserved. 
We perceive by advertisement that the General Annual Meeting of this 
Association is to be held at Redruth, on Feb. 3. Would not that be a 
proper time to bring before the council and members some plan for insti- 
tuting the kind of enquiry so much desired? 

In conclusion, let us all remember that we do not advance truth one 
iota by finding fault with one another. Let us, each one, endeavour to 
gather knowledge from every source, and to apply that knowledge for the 
benefit of all. Noman ever advanced himself by the aid of any secret 
knowledge. The Lawof Nature, that isthe Law of God, is one of univer- 
sal diffusion. A man is not to hide his light under a bushel, but to place 
it on the house-top, that he may not only have all the benefit of the light 
himself, but shed its guiding and protecting influences over all his brethren 

The celebrated Robert Boyle headed one of his Essays thus—‘ Of 
Man’s great Ignorance of the Uses of Natural Things ; or, that there 
is no one Thing in Nature whereof the Uses to human Life are tho- 
roughly understood.”

ing all the applications of Science which have been made. Our greatest 
living Philosopher says, however—‘“ In whatever state of knowledge we 
may conceive man to be placed, his progress towards a yet higher state 
need never fear a check, but must continue till the last existence of Society.”

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


A detailed review was given last week of the course which metallurgical 
industry took in Belgium last year, and we may now turn with advantage 
to France for the purpose of entering upon a corresponding retrospective 
analysis with regard to that country. As long as the fabrication of pig 
and iron was protected by high duties, which were almost prohibitory as regards the 
importation of similar articles from abroad, French siderurgy remained in an almost 
stationary position; but now that the treaties of commerce signed by France with 
Great Britain and Beigium—another has just been concluded with Italy—bave brought 
about an active competition of foreign products, French industrials have been obliged to 
give full scope to their intelligence, and to multiply their forces. The fabrication of 
iron in France is spread over several zones, which may be analysed as follows :—The 
district of the Nord, comprising the metallurgical groups of Valenci , Maubeuge, 
and Hirson; the district of the Moselle, extending from the Ardennes as far as Metz, 
Hayange, &c.; the group of the Haute-Marne, the Centre, and, lastly, the works on the 
coast. It is evident that the works likely to suffer the most from the operation 
of the treaties of commerce were those on the coast, and abutting! on the Belgian 
frontier; in other words, the groups of the Nord and the Moselle, The forges of the 
coast must, it is now ascertained, succumb to English competition; it could not 
be otherwise, as they are mounted on a small scale, tooled after old systems, dis- 
tant from coal groups, and are not in the possession of any rich mineral bearings. 
Producing badly, and employing too costly raw materials, they have not been able to 
resist the circamstances to which they find themselves exposed ; several among them 
are, consequently, idle, and others are following the example. But the forges of the 
Nord and of the Moselle are in a different position, as they belong, for the most part, to 
powerful companies or rich industrials, who have been able to incur the necessary out- 
lay in order to bring their establishments on a level with the progress ofscience. These 
metallurgical groups are also situated in mineral districts, and the combustible which 
they employ is furnished by Belgium and Prussia, in competition with each other, and, 
consequently, at a cheap rate; while it is delivered to them by rail or water-way under 
economic conditions. Protected still by a duty of 17. per ton on pig, and 2/. 16s. per ton 
on iron, these works have exceptional advantages. They pay for minerals at the same 
rate—if they do not, indeed, obtain them more cheaply—as that current in Belgium, and 
the coke is only dearer to the extent of the transport expenses, which vary according to 
the position of works from 4s. to 12s. per ton. Taking everything into account, there is 
a sufficient margin to leave the works of the Nord and the Moselle a fine profit; and these 
establishments will, it is accordingly believed, soon dominate and control the course of 
the iron trade in France. That the state of affairs justifies these favourable views is 
seen inthe fact that no forge in these districts has slackened its operations ; on the con- 
trary, so far from this being the case, several blast-furnaces have been re-lighted, and 
others are in course of construction. The metallurgical group of the Haute-Marne is 
the most important as regards the namber of its works, and the circle of its sale ope- 
rations comprise Paris and all the centre of France. The treaties of commerce have 
given it a rade shock, as the forges of the district fabricated almost exclusively with 
wood their pig and iron, which, in consequence of their excessively high price, have not 
been able to resist the competition of English fron. Siderurgy with wood will soon be 
no longer a great branch of industry in France; it can deliver only dear products, diffi- 
cult in consequence to dispose of; and the industrials of the Champagne district, fully 
comprehending this, have hastened to introduce into their works a fabrication conducted 
with coke. This transformation in the system of metallurgy adopted in the principal 
centre of French production is certainly the most striking progress which has been noted 
in 1862. The course of prices during the year at St. Dizier may thus be summarised :

To the general refiections made on the position of French siderurgy it may be interesting 
to add some statistics in reference to the production effected last year. The quantity of 
rough pig made available for ption in 1862 was 285,000 tons, of the estimated value 
of 1,949,200/., against 298,000 tons in 1861; and of coke-produced pig, 768,000 tons, of the 
estimated vaiue of 3,456,0007., against 590,000 tons in 1861 ; making a total of 1,053,000 
tons, of the estimated value of 5,405,200/7., against 888,000 tons in 1861. The production 
of iron with wood was last year 71,100 tons, of the estimated value cf 1,194,800/7., against 
76,600 tons in 1861; of mixed fron, 29,400 tons, of the estimated value of 404,000/., against 
32,400 tons in 1861; and of coal-produced iron, 600,000 tons, of the estimated value of 
5,724,400/., against 463,700 tons in 1861. The tendency of French metallurgy toabandon 
the fabrication of iron with wood, in order to undertake its production with coke, are 
clearly indicated in these figures, and it is only necessary to cast a glance over the re- 
lative total of the two years in order to appreciate the rapidity of the transformation. 
The Government is seconding this movement to the utmost of its power by improving 
the means of communication between the coal basins and the great centres of consump- 
tion, Thus in 1862, in the district of the Nurd, the Courritres Company obtained the 
concession of a canal intended to bring the products of its works to the canal of the Haute- 
Deule. In the departments of the east the works of the canal of the Sarre are pursued 
with activity ; the plans of a canal from Vitry to St. Dizier have received within the 
last few days definite approval ; and 4 line intended to unite Dieuze to the line from Paris 
to Strasburg has been conceded, The year 1862 has thus laid the foundation of consider- 
able progress in an early future in French metallurgy. Thanks tonumeroustrials made 
in laboratories, and subsequently in works, the processes attending the fabrication of 
steel after the Bessemer, Galy-Cazalat, and Mastaing systems have been familiarised ; 
and thanks to the bold experiments made by theintelligent proprietors of the establish- 
ments of Rive-de-Gier, Foarchambauit, and St. Seurin the production of steel, which has 
been for some time monopolised by England, will be shortly acclimatised, as it were, in 
France—a notable fact in itself to register in the annals of a nation’s iudustry. 

The Belgian forges are enjoying a satisfactory amount of activity, con- 
tracts for the fabrication of rails are succeeding each other regularly, and 
prices are in consequence well supported. The plate-workers have just 
held a monthly meeting, at which it was stated that this branch of industry 
is also well supplied with orders. ‘Two new forges are being constructed, 
and the inauguration has just taken place of a roiling-works for merchants’ 
iron at Monceau-Sur-Sambre., The establishment, which belongs to M. Bonehill, com- 
prises eight puddling and re-heating farnaces, and the machinery is worked by four 
steam-engines. The Bonne Esperance Colliery, at Montigny-sur-Sambre, near Charle- 
roi, publishes monthly reports of its operations, and it appears that in December the ex- 
traction of coal amounted to 13,390 tons, involving an outlay of 3342/.; the expenses of 
carriage, commission on sales, &c., amounted to 2897. ; and general charges and appoint- 
ments involved a farther outlay of 2337.. An expenditure was also incurred during the 
month of 6072. for preparatory works, buildings, &c., making the total disbursements 
44711. The coal extracted reallsed 6032/., 80 that a nett profit of 15617. resulted from 
the month’s operations. The profit realised in the eleven preceding months was 12,9797., 
so that the total profits of the year-—from Jan. 1 to Dec. 31, 1862—were 14,5407. The 
“ Company for Promoting the National Industry of Belgium ” has just declared a divi- 
dend of 3/7, 8s. 5d. per share for 1862, besides carrying 27,0947. to a new reserve fand, 
The Courcelles-Nord Colliery Company is also now paying interest at the rate of 1/7.

and Lake Constance, opened in 1845; in Holland, the Amsterdam and Haarlem, opened 
in 1848; in the Sardinian States, the Turin and Genoa, opened in 1848; in Spain, the 
Barcelona and Mataro, opened in 1849 ; in Denmark, the Copenhagen and Roskilde, opened 
in 1849; in Switzerland, the Baden and Zarich, opened in 1849; in Sweden and Norway, the 
Christiania and Lake Miossen, opened in 1852; in Portugal, the Lisbon and Santarem, 
opened in 1854; in the Roman States, the Rome and Frascati, opened in 1856; and in 
the Duchy of Luxembourg, the line from Luxembourg to the frontier, opened in 1858.

M. de Laveleye may well be excused for a few inaccuracies and omissions if he is sub- 
stantially correct in these figures, for more wonderful results were assuredly never dis- 
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closed by mortal man. The made by the railway system during the last ten 
years embraced in the table has been marvellous, and the impetas given in consequence 
to every branch of the iron trade can scarcely be calculated. The work, too, is still pro- 
ceeding. Last year upwards of 600 miles were opened in Francealone ; andas we have 
before observed under this head, every country in Europe—nay, every nation under hea- 
ven, with the exception, perhaps, of the Chinese—seems bent on having iron ways. We 
should not be surprised if 1870 witnessed 100,000 miles in operation, and an immense 
demand must arise year by year for rails from the mere renewal of way. 

Copper has been calm and we‘ priceat Paris, English being quoted 
997., and Chilian 902. per ton. At Havre 40 tons of in bars have 
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former rates being maintained. The copper of the Society of Commerce 
sold at the last public sale at Rotterdam at52'¢ fl. to 531. The very reduced stock has 
contributed to maintain the price of the article at Hambarg, but business is confined to 
the sale of some smal! lots to mect the requirements of consumption. Prices have been 
Grm at Berlin, where the article enjoys some favour on the market. Swedish and 
English have also been in demand at Stettin. A slight revival of activity in tin has 
appeared in Paris; nevertheless, prices have not varied materially, Banca being quoted 
123/.; Detroit, 121/.; and English, 115/. to 1162. At Amsterdam and Rotterdam some 
small lots of Banca have boon dealt in at 69 f1., at which there still remained sellers. 
The market at Hamburg has been without demand. As regards lead, prices have slightly 
given way at Paris; rough French is quoted at present at 211. 16s., and Spanish at 22/. 
Stolberg maintains its price very firmly at Rotterdam. Hamburg remains, however, 
without animation, notwithstanding the favour in which the article is held elsewhere,

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Jan. 29.—The weather still continues extremely boisterous on the coast» 
80 that the movements of shipping have been considerably retarded, and 
the rate of freights has fluctuated considerably. At present they are 
quoted at from Newcastle to London, afloat, 6s. 6d.; to wharf, 7s. The 
trade of the district generally has not improved, dulness being still the 
prevailing characteristic, both at collieries, engine-works, manufactories, 
&c. The differences between the workmen and owners at the Seghil! 
Colliery are now settled, and the whole of the men have resumed work. 
‘The only collieries unsettled and out are the Radcliffe and Broomhill, being 
situated at the extreme north of the Northumberland steam coal field, near 
to Warkworth. The men at those places have, however, only been out 
since Wednesday last, their time having expired then. They demand an 
advance on their present prices, and as this has been conceded at nearly 
all the other collieries the demand can scarcely excite much surprise. It 
is not expected that the stand out will be of long duration. 

At the Heworth Colliery the operations at the shaft now being sunk are 
yapidly approaching completion. ‘This will make a second outlet at this 
deep and extensive colliery, and will prove a great help as well as safe- 
guard to the working of the colliery. 

An accident occurred at the Netherton Cater, on the 17th inst., by 
which a man named J. Patterson was killed. It appears deceased was

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


Jan. 29.—On the whole, the Iron Trade remains rather dull. There 
is a good demand for hoops, and a fair amount of orders for bars, but for 
plates there is less enquiry. ‘Uhis class of iron had been in very active 
demand for some months up to the beginning of the year, but the orders 
have since then diminished. ‘Tenders have, however, been invited within 
the week for large quantities of plates and other iron for railway bridges 
abroad, The announcement of the advance of the rate of discount to 5 per cent., on 
Wednesday, produced a degree of depression on the Wolverhampton Exchange, though 
there was a general concurrence in the belief that steps were n to arrest the flow 
of gold from the vaults of the Bank of England. The fear that the rate may be raised 
still higher will, no doubt, tend to check operations. The Hardware Trades of South 
Staffordshire and Birmingham are steady, though not active, except in one or two 
branches, The home orders generally are of small amount , but the foreign demand is 
fair. On the whole, trade is tolerably good, considering that the country which was the 
greatest consumer of British productions is engaged in a terrible war. 

The Birmingham Bankruptcy Court, y day, was pled with the case of Mr. 
Samuel Griffiths, the meeting being for the appointment of assignees. Mr. Knight, who 
appeared for Mr. George Pell, solicitor, of North ton, who leased the Heyford furnace 
to the bankrupt, and acted as his solicitor in preparing the private arrangement, objected 
to accepting the proof put in by Messrs. Allaway Brothers, of Sydney, Gloucester- 
shire, for 31,9007. It appeared from an examination of the bankrupt that this claim 
arose out of bill transactions which he had with Mr. Stephen Allaway, then one of the 
firm ; and, after the examination had been pursued to a sight extent, the Registrar de- 
cided that the matter should be thoroughly investigated, and the meeting was accord- 
ingly adjourned for three weeks. Messrs. Allaway’s claim to be in the meantime gone 
into by the official assignee. 

An accident at the colliery of the New British Iron Company, at Rowley, has brought 
to light a singularly reckless mode of managing a colliery shaft. A boy,named William 
Sims, with seven others, descended the shaft in a skip, on Monday morning week, and 
when the skip reached the bottom, five of those in it got out, but before the other three 
could do go, the engine-tenter reversed his engine and drew the skip up. After it had 
ascended about 10 yards the boy Sims fell out, and was killed on the spot; the other two 
called out to the banksman, and the engine was stopped and lowered. It was found that 
there was no signal communicating with the top of the shaft, and no hooker-on at the 
bottom, consequently the engineman was obliged to act according to his discretion, and 
‘wind up the skip when he imagined the men and boys would be out. The coroner said 
that there was evidently blame attached to some person, and he would adjourn the en- 
quiry for fourteen days, to give the Government Mine Inspector an opportunity of visit- 
ing the pit and making enquiries. 

An interesting trial is going on for a limited period between two express engines on 
the London and North-Western line, between Manchester and London. Of nearly 1000 
locomotives in use by this company, by far the majority were made either at Wolver- 
ton or Crewe. Those who visited the International Exhibition may have noticed a splen- 
did engine from each of those celebrated locomotive manufactories, of which the Crewe 
engine, the “ Lady of the Lake,” by Mr. Ramsbottom, locomotive superintendent, took 
one of the prizes, a medal, which is uow attached to the engine. This engine is now 
running against the Wolverton engine, by Mr. M‘Connell, late superintendent of that 
place. Each takes the mid-day express “up” and “down” alternately, and each is a 
fine specimen of workmanshlp in this wonderful branch of mechanism. The company’s 
object in this test of the respective merits of these differently-eonstructed locomotives is 
to discover which can do its work most efficiantly, or, in other words, which will per- 
form the journey most punctually and economically. 








WotvernamptTon Rartway Roiiwe Stock Company.—The half- 
yearly meeting of shareholders was held on Tuesday, at the office of Messrs. Underhill, 
the solicitors,—Mr. J, Perks in the chair.

The directors recom- 
mended the declaration of the usual dividends —namely, at the rate of 9 per cent. per an- 
nam, free of income tax, upon the ordinary shares, and of 6 per cent. per annum, less 
income tax, on the preference shares. A dividend at the rate of 9 per cent. per annum 
would be credited to the depreciation fund. After providing the sum necessary for the 
payment of these dividends, the reserve fund would amount to 32277. 8s. 8d. The di- 
rectors regretted that the depression of the local and iron trade, alluded to in their last 
report, had operated with greater severity on the wagon ttade than they had reason to 
expect. The number of unemployed wagons during the half-year had been large, and, 
of course, this had had the effect of diminishing the amount of profit available for divi- 
dend. They had now to report that the demand for the last month or two had been so 
great that they had been enabled to get all their wagons into profitable work, and they 
had, therefore, no doubt that the n»xt balance would exhibit that increase of nett profits 
which had invariably hitherto attended the busi of the pany: 200 wagons had 
been purchased and leased during the half-year, and 50 had been sold, leaving the total 
number now held by the company 2130. Three directors (Messrs. C. E. Molineux, M. 
Ironmonger, and 8. Loveridge) retired at that meeting, but were eligible for re-election, 
and offered themselves accordingly. The auditors (Messrs. Browning and B. Hicklin) 
also retired, but were eligible for re-election, and offered th ives dingly. The 
report was adopted, the dividends declared, and the retiring directors and auditors were 
re-elected.— Votes of thanks were passed to the directors, the Chairman, and the secre- 
tary.—In acknowledging the compliment paid to him, the Secretary said that next July 
the company would finish the tenth year of its existence. During that time it had never 
paid less than 8 per cent., with an occasional bonus. Now it paid9 percent. He thought 
this was a state of prosperity of which very few companies could boast.

The new line of railway which will connect the link of rails between London and 
Manchester, via Derby, is rapidly progressing. Already indications have presented 
themselves of the introduction of capital for the development of the mineral! resources of 
the Peak. Several new commercial undertakings are announced, and as there will be 
afforded railway transit for coals and an exit for Derbyshire minerals, we shall have a 
stimulus given to mining enterprise in the Peak generally. 

The local stock and share markets have been flat throughout the week, and the money 
market has had a decided influence upon the amount of trade transacted. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Jan. 29.—The unfavourable weather which has prevailed during the 
last fortnight has materially interfered with several branches of trade, and 
more especially the Coal Trade. There is a fair demand for every de- 
scription of coal, but prices continue low, and there is no hope of an im- 
mediate advance. ‘The Iron Trade exhibits unmistakeable signs of im- 
provement, and there is evidence of the fact at several of the works of the 
district. Messrs. G. E. Bevan and Co., Northampton, have commenced 
rebuilding the Golynos furnaces, near Pontypool. Messrs. Partridge and 
Jones have been engaged for some time in placing the Varteg furnaces in 
working order, and the same will be in blast before many weeks are over. 
It is also reported that the Pentyrch Works are to be extended by some 
twenty or thirty additional puddling furnaces, All these circumstances 
conclusively prove that confidence is feit in the fature of the iron trade, 
and if peace were proclaimed on the American continent, there is no doubt 
but that quotations would immediately advance. ‘The various railways 
now in progress and contemplated cannot fail to give a considerable im- 
petus to the coal and iron trades, The Brecon and Merthyr Railway has 
already been partially opened, and it will soon be in full work. The Dare 


Valley coalmasters strongly support the proposed branch from the Taff 
Vale, as this will enable them to ship their coal at Cardiff. Several other short lines 
are promoted in the present session, with the view of affording increased facilities for 
the transit of coal and iron to the different ports of shipment. 

On Friday last, an inquest was held touching the death of John Boddy, who met with 
his death on the previous Wednesday, in one of the Cyfarthfa levels, Merthyr. From 
the evidence adduced, it appeared that the deceased worked in a stall by himself, and it 
was known that he had used powder on Wednesday. As he did not arrive home at the 
usual time on the evening of that day, several of his friends went in search of him, and 
found him near the face of the stall, with a stone, weighing about one ton, upon him, 
Deceased had breathed his last before the body was found. It was proved that there 
was no lack of timber in the level, and on the day before déceased had been compli- 
mented on the way in which he kept the stall. Mr. Kirkhouse, the manager, gave it 
as his opinion that the deceased, in clearing the refuse after the hole had been blown, 
loosened the stave, and hence the fall of the stone. The jury returned a verdict of 
“ Accidental death.”— On Monday, an inquest was held at Lianharry, touching the 
death of Liewellin Yorath. The enquiry had been adjourned from the previous Thurs- 
day, in order to secure the attendance of Mr. Thomas Evans, Government Inspector. 
Deceased was employed at the Lianharry Colliery, the property of Mr. John Bethell, 
King William-street, London, On Tuesday, the 20th inst., the deceased and two others 
were working at the bottom of the shaft. A barrel of water was sent up the shaft, but 
before it reached the top of the pit, the key which fastens the drum-barrel gave way, 
and the barrel of water fell back upon the deceased, and he was killed on the spot. 
Mr. Evans, the Government Inspector, examined the machinery, and gave it as his 
opinion that it was rather weak. He recommended that winding machinery of greater 
strength should be provided, and that the key which fastens the drum-barrel to the 
shaft should be sunk into the shaft and centre-piece. The jury, after a long consulta- 
tion, returned a verdict—* That deceased met with his death owing te defective ma- 
chinery, causing the centre-piece of the drum-barrel to crack, and if a proper break had 
been fixed on the drum, it would be possible that the accident might have been pre- 
vented. We do not find anyone guilty of manslaughter.” It is but right to state that 
Mr. Brain, the manager, explained to the jury, that a mechanical engineer erected the 
machinery, and assured him (Mr. Brain) that it was strong enough. 

At the Merthyr Police Court, on Saturday, Wm. Pritchard was charged with smok- 
ing in one of the Cwmdare Pits, the property of Mr. Powell. Mr. Long, the viewer, pre- 
ferred the charge. The offence was committed in June last, but the defendant then ab- 
sconded, and nothing was heard of him until a few days since, when he was appre- 
hended at Pontypool. The offenee was clearly proved by David Hopkins, the fireman, 
and Mr. Fowler committed the defendant for 14 days.—At the same Court, on Monday, 
William Abraham was charged with smoking in No. 2 Duffryn Pit. The charge was 
proved by John Eynon, the overman of the colliery. Mr. Fowler remarked that he was 
sorry to send an old workman like the defendant to prison, but there was no alternative. 
Employers and managers were blamed because they did not insist upon the rules being 
carried out, and, therefore, it was only proper that the law should take its course. 
Defendant was committed for six weeks. 

At the Bristol Bankruptcy Court, on Tuesday, the list of contributories in re Pentre- 
guinea Coal Company (Limited) was settled. At the same sitting, the call which was 
to have been made in re Cardiff Preserved Coal and Coke Company (Limited) was ad- 
journed,in order that the result of the appeal now pending before the Lords Justices 
might be ascertained. 

The arrivals at Swansea include—the William, from Seville, with 35 tons of copper 
ore for Richardson and Co. Duke of Beaufort, from Coquimbo, with 650 tons of copper 
regulus for H. Bath and Son; Bella Donna, from Duendes, with 240 tons of copper ore, 
271 tons of copper regulus, and 12 tons of silver ore for H. Bath and Son; Peru, from 
Cuba, with 496 tons of copper ore, and 50 tons of copper regulus for the Cobre Mining 
Company.—John Knox, from Wallaroo—the first cargo ever brought from Port of Ade- 
laide—300 tons of copper ore, to Richardson and Co. ; 100 bales wool, ditto. 


Our Swansea correspondent writes :—“ During the past few days, as some workmen 
were engaged in sinking a well upon the arsenic works of Messrs. Boundy and Co,,Cwm- 
bwria, near Swansea, they struck a vein of coal, which turns out to be the celebrated 
seam known as ‘ Hughes's’ vein--a 4-ft. seam of splendid bituminous coal. The works 
in question are situated upon the boundary of the Town-hill Estate, and the coal seam 
runs in the direction of Town-hill on the one hand, and the property of Mr. Calvert Jones 
on the other. The right of working the mineral on the Town-hill Estate belongs ex- 
clusively to Mr. Thomas Rees, wine and spirit merchant, of Swansea, who took a long 
lease of the estate some time ago from the Duke of Beaufort, to whom the property 
belongs. We are led to understand, in reference to the portion of the seam lying on Mr. 
Jones’s property, that Mr. Boundy has wisely secured it. The circumstance altogether 
may be regarded as one of the few lucky hits which are associated with the fortunes of 
mining, and will turn out a‘ golden haul ’ to those concerned. Weare also further apprised 
that the company that has been in course of formation to work the minerals of the Town- 
hill Estate will very shortly commence operations. The pany, with ref to 
the coals, will now have little to do but to work the seams, which, by mere accident, has 
thus been found ready for their hands, and in a spot, too, which for purposes of haulage 
and carriage is the most convenient upon the estate.” 











Mrvers’ Sarety-Lamps.—Some years since Mr. Reuben Plant invented 
the use of white wire gauze for Davy lamps, and Messrs. Abbot and Co., 
of Newcastle, have long sold large quantities of spring-locked lamps, which 
are fastened by a bolt thrown forward by a spring. Mr. W. H. Hall, of 
Birmingham, has recently provisionaily specified these two improvements in combina- 
tion as a new invention. He states that his improvements consist in the mauufacture 
of a Davy or safety-lamp, with a spring lock and superior wire gauze. The spring lock 
contains a bolt which shoots into a hole in the body of the lamp, the lock being on the 
bottom or base of the lamp; the bolt has upon it a coil spring to shoot it into the body 
of the lamp, and requires a key to withdraw it, which key consists simply of a socket 
or tube with handle at one end and internal thread at the other, the bolt having at the 
outer end a thread or screw (to match or) of the same pitch as the key; the other end 
of the bolt is square, or of such a form as to prevent it turning round ; the inner extreme 
end is sloped as a sliding latch ; the base of the Jamp has a passage in which the bolt fits 
loosely and slides, and the bolt having a collar (near its middle, but towards the latch 
end) is prevented falling or springing out of the lamp by 4 nozzle, which also serves as 
a guide to the key and a guard to hinder the locked being picked. The coll spring presses 
against the inside of the nozzle (outwardly), and against the collar of the bolt (inwardly), 
so that when the base of the lamp is screwed on to the body the latch slides over the 
thread until the point arrives at the hole or recess made to receive it, when it snaps in, 
and cannot be withdrawn without the key or injnry to the lock. The nozzle has a flat 
upon it, which when the lamp is screwed together fits tight against the body of the lamp, 
so that it cannot be unscrewed without first withdrawing the bolt and removing the base 
from the lamp body. The “ superior” wire gauze is made by forming the woven wire- 
work into the usual or suitable shapes, and then tinning or galvanising them. This 
process solders the seam, and strengthens them entirely. 





Accipent at THE Nornury CoLuery, NEAR Stockrort.—I am 
sorry to say that an accident occurred on Tuesday morning at this colliery, which be- 
longs to Messrs. Clayton and Brooke. It appears that two men, both of whom were 
very careful and good workmen, were repairing a portion of the brickwork of their en- 
gine-pit, when, probably having taken out too great a portion of brickwork, to replace 
with new, about 15 yards of brickwork from above them suddenly gave way, carrying 
the two unfortunate men with it to the bottom of the shaft along with the debris, 
Their deaths must have been instantaneous, but four hours elapsed before their bodies 
could be recovered. The inquest will be opened on Satarday next. No blame appears 
to attach itself to anyone. The deceased had been accustomed to such work for up- 
wards of 30 years, and were considered very careful workmen. The names of the do 
ceased were James Hatton, about 60 years of age, who has left a family grown up; and 
J. Williamson, who has left a widow and six yoang children. He was about 35 years old. 


Breacues or THE Cottrery Rutes.—At the Tunstall Petty Sessions, 
Samuel Nixon was charged by Mr. Thomas Bagnall, agent at the Clough Hall Colliery, 
for that he “ being a collier employed at No, 6 pit at the Clough Hall Colliery, after 
being ordered by one of the firemen to cease using in the said pit a naked candle, did 
unlawfully use, in a certain working place in the said pit, a naked candle, whereby an 
explosion of fire-damp was then and there caused.” The defendant pleaded guilty. 
Mr. Harding, who appeared in support of the complaint, said it was seldom that they 
heard of accidents in mines unless life was actually sacrificed, In the present case there 
had been gross negligence; and he was pleased to announce that In every case, where 
not only life was sacrificed, but where negligence could be proved, the managers were 
determined to institate proceedings against the parties. The defendant himself had 
been injured, and if the explosion had occurred at a later period of the day there was no 
knowing what the extent of the injury might have been. The defendant was then fined 
40s. and 12s. costs, or 21 days’ imprisonment.— William Hughes was charged with a 
like offence at No. 4 pit, at the same place, and also pleaded guilty. The same fine of 
40s. and and costs was inflicted as in the preceding case: the magistrates, however, in- 
timated that in any similar cases from that district they should feel called upon to com- 
mit the defendants at once, without calling upon them to pay a fine.—Danicl Webb was 
next charged by Mr. Bagnall, for that he,“ being a butty at the No. 4 pit of the Clough 
Hall Colliery, did neglect to examine the said pit with a safety-lamp, before one Wm. 








Hag‘ es, a collier, went to work therein, but did unlawfully permit and suffer the said 
Wm. Hughes to proceed to his work therein, without having been so examined.” 





Webb's defence was that he was at the pit ready to examine it, but Hughes had gone 
down before him. It was stated in reply, by Joseph Knapper, an underlooker, that the 
defendant was not there when Hughes went down the pit. The defendant received a 
similar reprimand, and was fined 40s. arid costs.— Wolverhampton Chronicle.

We have already pointed out the practically useful character of Mr. Mon- | 
gruel’s invention for the carburation of gas and of atmospheric air; and an | 
opportunity will now be afforded for the country gentleman and the noble- 

man, whilst at his country seat, to enjoy a light as brilliant as the most fa- 

voured towns can boast of, and that, too, without the necessity of convert- 

ing his pleasure-grounds into a gasworks, or studying the manufacture and 

purification of coal gas. Retorts, gasometers, hydraulic mains, condensers, 

purifiers, scrubbers, and all the multitudinous apparatus inseparable from 

the manufacture of coal gas are dispensed with, and as a substitute for 

these the service of atmospheric air would be Jaid on as though coal gas 

were to be used; and by simply placing one of the carburators between the 

air supply and the lights the entire mausion could be brilliantly illumi- 

nated. ‘There would be no difficnlty whatever in providing three months’ 

supply of the carburating fluid in a single vessel; and so soon as this ves- 

sel is placed in a position to supply the carburator proper, no portion of the 

apparatus would require attention until the last drop of the fluid should 

have been consumed. An escape of the atmospheric gas would be de- 

tected, by the odour, as quickly as an escape of coal gas; but atmospheric 

gas has the inestimable advantage that no sooner does it escape than it 
decomposes—the atmospheric air returning to its normal condition, and 

the illuminating portion resuming its liquid state. Such being the fact, it 
will be obvious that explosion is absolutely impossible. 

Although Mr. Mongruel’s invention was only perfected in the early part 
of last year, he has already secured an extensive trade in France; his car- 
burators being in constant use in six or seven of the principal cafés, one 
theatre, and in several of the larger warehouses in Paris; and Mr. Mon- 
gruel being now engaged in the laboratory of the city of Paris making the 

necessary arrangements for lighting the streets of Paris with atmospheric 
gas—by which gas we understand upwards of 40 provincial towns of France 
are actually lighted. The French trade occupying the whole of Mr. Mon- 
gruel’s time, he has proposed to sell his British patent for others to deve- 
lope; and, so far as that is concerned, the Photogenic Gas Company, now 
in course of formation, seems likely to secure a large amount of patronage. 
As we have already stated, the atmospheric gas gives twice the light of or- 
dinary coal gas, and yet the atmospheric gas would cost less per 1000 cubic 
feet than the coal gas, so that the great economy will be apparent. The 
result of passing ordinary coal gas through the carburator is that its illami- 
nating power is increased more than three-fold; whilst for a similar light 
3 feet of the carburised and 9 feet of the non-carburised are found to be 
exactly equivalent. 

Whether the atmospheric air serves simply as a carrier for the hydro- 
carbon vapour, or whether a new compound which is itself combustible is 
temporarily formed cannot, of course, be positively decided by a casual in- 
spection of the apparatus, and without a systematic examination of the 
gas; but to the consumer this is quite immaterial, when they are shown 
that they can have a gas of high illuminating power in places where no 
public gasworks exist, at a cost below the London price of coal gas. Mr. 
Mongruel’s invention may lead to further scientific discoveries, but this is by 
no means necessary to ensure the success of the Photogenic Gas Company. 








THE ASSOCIATION FOR THE PREVENTION OF STEAM 
BOILER EXPLOSIONS, MANCHESTER. 


A special meeting of the executive committee of this association was 
held at the offices, Corporation-street, on Jan. 20, Mr. Huacu Mason, Vice- 
president in the chair, in order to take into consideration a retrospect of 
the transactions of the association during the past year of 1862, when Mr. L. E. Fietcher, 
chief engineer, presented his annual report, relating chiefly to matters of an engineering 
character, The report then went into a detailed consideration of the defects discovered 
in the construction and condition of boilers. Some of the remarks on corrision may 
be given. £ “ 
Corrosion is found to be going on in all boilers more or less, and it 
will be seen that the greatest number of dangerous defects are to be found under this head. 
In one case a boiler, set upon a mid-feather wall, 15 in. thick, had a channel eaten right 
along it, about § in. wide, which ran down the centre of the seating, while the plates 
at the edges of the brick work appeared quite sound, and the danger, consequently, passed 
for some time unsuspected. Ina second case, with a mid-feather, 2 ft. wide, the plate 
was found to be eaten almost through from nearly one end of the boiler to the other; 
while in a third, where lime had been allowed to come in contact with the boiler at 
the mid-feather, the plate was completely pulverised, and could be carried away in 
handfuls. In a fourth case, a vertical tubular boiler had been placed close to a wall, 
one part being in actual contact. Damp in the brickwork set up corrosive action in 
the plate, which, being concealed by the position, went on undetected until the metal 
was completely eaten through, and a piece blown out by the pressure of the steam. The 
original plating of the boiler was thick, the pressure low, and the corrosive action local, 
only affecting a surface of about 12 in. square, so that the rent did not extend. Ex- 
amples of corrosion might be multiplied indefinitely ; enough, however, has been said 
to show the importance of having all parts of the boilers accessible to examination, the 
flues sufficiently capacious, and the seatings as narrow as possible, and also of having 
the brickwork removed occassionally, at all events in places, so as to ascertain the con- 
dition of the plate, since to conclude that the parts concealed are in the same condition 
as those in view has been found in practice to be fallacious. 2 

Under the head of Exprosions it was stated—It is to be regretted 
that no means exist of ascertaining the whole number of steam-boiler explosions that 
occur throughout the United Kingdom, and there can be no doubt that many are never 
recorded at all. There are known, however, to have occurred during the last year no 
less than 31 explosions, from which at least 87 persons have been killed,and 88 injured. 
Of the number of lives lost by some of the above no account could be obtained ; while 
from one of them as many as 29 persens were killed and 12 injured; from a second, 
12 were killed and 24 injured; and from a third, 6 were killed and 8 injured. 

The following list gives the description of boiler to which the explosions have occurred, 
with the number of each class, as well as of the persons killed and injured :—4 haystack 
boilers—12 persons killed and 5 injured ; 6 plain cylindrical egg-ended boilers—6 persons 
killed and 6 injured; 3 ironworks boilers—47 persons killed and 44 injured; 3 plain 
single-fiued Cornish boilers—2 persons killed and 2 injured; 2 plain double-fiued Lan- 
cashire boilers—4 persons killed ; 3 jocomotive botlers—4 persons killed and 2 injured ; 
1 agricultural boiler, of tubular portable construction—4 persons killed and 4 injured ; 
1 kitchen-range boiler—1 person killed; also, 8 other boilers, of the construction of 
which no reliable information could be obtained, bat from the explosion of which 27 
persons were killed and 22 injured. 

An analysis of the causes of explosion then followed, the summary of which only can 
be given :—Of 31 explosions which have happened during the year 1862, 11 occurred 
to externally-fired boilers, from failure of the plates exposed to the action of the fire ; 
3 resulted from internal corrosion, and 3 from external; in addition to which four were 
due to improper original construction, 1 to shortness of water, and another to accumu- 
lated pressure through want of a safety-valve; while 7 occurred at a distance which 
precluded a personal investigation of their causes, at the same time that no reliable in- 
formation could be obtained with regard to them. 

It was also stated that since the foundation of the association, eight years ago, “ It has 
been found, upon limited enquiry only, that throughout the United Kingdon no less 
than 213 explosions have occurred, which have been attended with the loss of 472 lives, 
in addition to serious injury to 512 persons, and considerable damage to property.” 








Cuemistry or STEEL.—A paper on this subject, by M. H. Caron, has 
been laid before the Academy of Sciences at Paris. K m, it is said, 
remarked that when untempered steel is acted on by acids a substance re- 
sembling graphite remains, which is not present when tempered steel is 
substituted. This substance, he stated, was a compound of six atoms of carbon and one 
of iron. Berthier, also, by treating cast-steel with iodine, which did not completely 
dissolve it, separated another carburet of iron. M. Caron states that, after numerous 
experiments, he has not been able to obtain this carburet of iron,and hence is compelled 
to conclude that it was probably only a mixture of carbon and metal, in which the latter 
was mechanically protected by the former against the dissolving action. Nevertheless, 
he hopes that his experiments have produced another el t to be considered in the 
determination of the true state of the carbon in steel of different qualities. He subjected, 
1st, steel in its original state; 2d, steel which had been submitted to prolonged hammer- 
ing; and, 34, tempered steel—to the action of hydrochloric acid and heat, drying the 
residuum in hydrogen. The graphitous substance, when taken from the acid, was washed, 
dried in a stove, and weighed. In 100 grammes of dissolved steel of each hind he found 
the following residuum :— Ist. 2a. 3d.

Thus, the effect produced in a complete manner by tempering is found to be partially 
realised by hammering, and the qualities which constitute steel seem to as the 
proportion of carbon, which combines intimately with the iron, increases. M. Caron 
states this on account of the opinion generally entertained that the larger the amount of 
carbon separated by the acid the less intimate is its combination with the metal.
